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THE MENACE IN TONQUIN 


WAR WITH FRANCE LITTLE DREAD.- 
ED BY THE CHINESE. 

THE EFFECT OPEN HOSTILITIES BETWEEN 
THE TWO COUNTRIES WOULD HAVE ON 
OTHER NATIONS OF THE WORLD. 

Loxpon, Sept. 6.—A private letter from 
_ Pekin says that Li Hung Chang is really in 
tavor of » peaceable solution of the difficulty 
with France, while the intriguers who sur- 
round the Court.are urgent in their ory for 
war. Prince Kung, one of the Conservative 
members of the Government, expresses the 
opinion that war will be the signal for a num- 
ber of outbreaks in the empire. The Empress 
is reported to be even fearful for the per- 
manence of the dynasty, and is inclined to 
favor such measures as shall secure peace. 

The Standard’s Hong Kong dispatch says 
ihe people ofyCnina seem to have little fear of 
ihe result of a war with France, and believe 
hat with their new armaments and the vast- 
ly improved discipline of their forces, the na- 
tion is far better able to cope with a foreign 
pnemy now than it was in the war of 1860. A 
Chinese paper urges that immediate action be 


taken to prevent the annexation by the 
French of any portion of the Chinese terri- 
tory, and expresses indignation that such an 
attempt should have been made at a time 
when China was at with France. 

A large number of Chinese, who have been 
employed on board French vessels, have de- 
serted, and Captains find great difficulty in 
obtaining hands.

It is stated that Chinese merchants are leav- 
inc Canton because their letters are opened, 
end they distrust the Canton mandarins. 

The i tmes, in an editorial to-day, says that 
France is steadily drifting into a war with 
China. The latter is vulnerable only in those 
ports which occupy a quasi-international po- 
sition, and any blow struck there would be 
=~ throughout Euro; The shock to Eng- 

h trade in the East Indies would be most dis- 
astrous, and the relations between England 
and France would be seriously embittered 
thereby. A dislocation of the cotton trade 
svould put out of employment thousands of 
operators in the Lancashire factories, and the 
revenue to the British Crown from India 
would show a serious deficit. The 7 a 
out thatin the event of war the Americans, 
Germans, Japanese, and even the Chinese 
themselves would secure more of the foreign 
and coasting trade in the East than the French. 

A dispatch from Paris to the Exchange Tel- 
egraph Company says the Marauis Tseng, the 
Chinese Ambassador, has, under instructions 
from his Government, demanded the with- 
frawal of France from the Huétreaty. M. 
Ferry, the French Prime Minister, refused to 
ee oe the demand, but assured the Mar- 

uis Tseng that France is willing to give China 

i@ necessary guarantees for the integrity of 
her frontier. ; 

The standard’s Hong Kong dispatch says: 
“A native from Hanoi reports that the 
French gun-boats from Hanoi yesterday 
moved up toward Sontay and shelled the 
works occupied by the Black Flags. The bom- 
bardment lasted several hours. The French, 
finding the works too strong, retreated with a 
loss of 12 killed.” 

The Daily Telegraph's mdent at 
Paris says: “Dr. harmand, the French Civil 
Commissioner for Tonquin, planned ths expe- 
dition to Hué, ordered e bombardment 
of the forts on the Hué River, and 
concluded the treaty with Annam on his 
own responsibility, at which action the 
Government is extremely annoyed. The Mar- 
guis Tseng presented to some days ago, 
at the request of M. Challeme:-Lacour, a state- 
ment of China’s proposals with reference to 
Tonquin, and he now asks in réturn a state- 
ment of the French counter-proposals.” 

Paris, Sept. 6.—Admiral Meyer telegraphs 
from Hong Kong under date of to-day that no 
Chinese men-of-war have arrived there from 
the north. Three Chinese transports reached 
Pakoi a fortnight ago with 750 regulars, and 
1,750 militia arrived at Canton on Saturday 
last on board a merchant steamer. Large 
quantities of supplies and provisions are being 
collected and stored at Canton. 

Hoxc Kone, Sept. 6.—A correspondent at 
Haiphong writes as follows: ‘The floods pre- 
vent the operation of the troops on both sides, 
There has been no steamer from Namdinge or 
Hanoi for six;days, and much uneasiness is felt 
In consequence of the blockade and many 
vague rumors. It is believed there that Cour- 
bet intends to blockade Canton and to bom- 
bard it unless the Chinese troops withdraw 
frou@the Annamese frontier. 

An Annamese from Hanoi says that the gun- 
boats again advanced to Sontay, and were re- 
pulsed. Twelve of the French were killed. The 
Ngan had no effect on the earthworks.

KING ALFONSO’S VISITTO FRANUVE. 
WARMLY RECEIVED EVERYWHERE — THE 
EXPEDIENCY OF THE VISIT. 

Parts, Sept. 6.—King Alfonso and suite ar- 
rived here at 5:30 o’clock this morning. He 
was received at the railway station by Gen. 
Pittie, on behalf of President Grévy, and by 
the Duke de Fernan-Nufiez, the Spanish Am- 
bassador here, and a large deputation of Span- 
ish residents. He was visited to-day by the 
Count of Paris and hisson, The King took 


Juncheon with the Duke of Montpensier at 
Epinay, and afterward received M. Challemel- 
Lacour, the French Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. 

The King and Queen breakfasted at Hen- 
daye this morning, and were welcomed by the 
French authorities there. The Queen took an 
affectionate leave of the King, she going to La 
Granja. 

Sagasta, Marshal Campos, and six Ministers 
remain permanently in Madrid during the 
royal absence, and the military and civil au- 
thorities are on the alert in case of need. 

The King and Queen had an enthusiastic 
greeting on leaving San Sebastian. As the 
train left the station 150 Conservatives, headed 
by Sefior Romero Robledo, gave tremendous 
cheers, to the surprise of the Liberal officials 
and Ministerialists present. 

In all the royal tours lately the Conserva- 
tives everywhere have been conspicuous for 
their demonstrations, and mustered in the 
strongest numbers at every — of the royal 
journey, surpassing, in fact, official dem- 
pnstrations and contrasting with the silent 
curiosity of the crowds in the streets. 

Tne Spanish press still discuss the expedi- 
pney and the resuits of the royal visit to Ger- 
many. Most Spaniards, especiaily the Royal- 
\sts, believe it will, if not immediately, at 
least in the future, pave the way in European 
complications or wars to a close understand- 
ing between Spain and Germany. Really 
cordial relations with the republican Govern- 
ment of France they think hardly possible. 

The opinion of statesmen of all parties is that 
during the royal absence politics will be quiet. 
unless the Republicans disturb the truce that 
all parties seem disposed to observe until the 
beginning of October. Then, on the return of 
the King, a Ministerial crisis and change of 

policy is expected by the Liberals, who hope 
that Sagasta will continue with a reconstruct- 
ed Cabinet.

CURRENT FOREIGN NEWS. 


Lonpon, Sept. 6.—The correspondent of 
the Telegraph at Paris says a rumor is current 
that Gen. Thibaudin, Minister of War, will re- 
sign his pertfotio. 

The Marquis of Hartington, Secretary of 
State for War, speaking at Sheffield to-day, 
said it was a mistake to suppose that the 
arrest of Mr. Shaw by the French in Madagas- 
car was sufficient ground for a quarrel with 
France, or that the release of Mr. Shaw 
removed all ground for offense, The Govern- 
ment, he said, boped that France would make 
a satisfactory explanation of the matter. No- 
body, he added, could suppose that any sane 
statesman in France desires to quarrel with 
England or any other powerful nation at the 
present moment. 

Paris, Sept. 6.—The Union (Legitimist) 
to-day publishes a note recognizing the Count 
of Paris as chief of the House of Bourbon in 
France, 

The Clairon announces that the will of the 
Count de Chambord gives 500,000f. to the 
Societas de Propaganda Fide, 100,000f. for the 
benefit of the poor of Paris, and 150,000f. to the 
Convent at Goritz, The Count bequeaths a 


a large portion of his fortune to the Duke de 
Parma, and « smaller portion to the Count de 
Bardi. He devises the income of the estate to 
his widow. ’ 

VENICE, Sept. 6.—Don Carlos, the Spanish 
pretender, isnow here. Frenchroyalists have 
abstained from visiting him. He has written 
to the leader of the Legitimists in Spain de- 
claring that he belongs to Spain alone, and 
will belong to her always. 

Vienna, Sept. 6.—Three large firas have oc- 
curred here since Sunday last, which are be- 
lieved to have been caused by incendiaries, as 
pamphlets had been circulated predicting that 
they would take place, 

Eight hundred workmen assembled in a 
suburb of this city to-day and engaged in riot- 
ous demonstrations. They refused to disperse, 
whereupon the mob was charged by troops 
and soon scattered. 

The Austrian Court will go into 10 days’ 
mourning for the late Count of Chambora. 

BERLIN, Sept. 6.—Herr Horwitz, a Seces- 
sionist, has been elected to the Reichstag from 
Torgan, a town of Prussian Saxony, by 4,000 
majority. 

There were several shocks of earthquake at 
Dusseldorf on Tuesday night, but no damage 
ensued. Shocks were also felt en the island of 
Ischia at the same time, which created some 
alarm, but did no damage. 

MADRID, Sept. 6.—At a meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Dynastic Left it was decided to in- 
augurate an agitation to secure the restoration 
of the Constitution of 1869 by means of peti- 
tions from the people of the Provinces. All 
the members approve the project with the ex- 
ception of Sefior Moret.

TRYING TO DESTROY RECORDS.

A MIDNIGAT ATTEMPT TO BURN DOWN A 
COURT-HOUBE. 
Cuatranooca, Tenn., Sept. 6.—Another 
attempt has been made to burn the county 
records of Walker County, Ga At 1 
o'clock in the morning the Ordinary's office 
in Lafayette was discovered to be on 
fire. The incendiary had brought for his work 
a couple of bottles filled with kerosene, 
hed saturated a door, a shutter, and the 
floor, started the fire with a match, and 
then, mounting his horse, fled. Fortunately 


Steve Knox came out and saw the fire almost as 
soon as it was started. He gave the alarm 
romptly and it became general. A _ gal- 
ant fight was made and the building was 
saved, but not until it was well marked by the 
flames. The floor is burned through both 
before and behind the door. The wood- 
work between the door and the window 
on the right is destroyea, and the ceiling 
is burned through in eight places. The first clue 
asto the route of the incendiary was given by 
Wiley Dickson. 

Almost as soon as the alarm was given he 
was awakened by the sound of the horse's 
hoofs running over the bridge on _ the 
Cove road. Sheriff McClatchy, accompanied 
by J. H. McWhorter and Jobn Jones, 
as soon as daylight came struck the trail at 
the town well, followed it across Blue 
Bird Gap and on until they found -where 

e horse had been turned into an old 
field in head of Cove. She had been stolen out of 
her regular pasture for the midnight raid, 
and when daylight was pressing her rider 
she had been turned into the old field and the 
rider had slunk away into hiding. This last 
attempt to burn the records sets at rest one ques- 
tien—the burning of the Court-house. The man 
who strock the match isthe same who has made 
previous efforts and by whose torch theCourt-house 
was burned a yearago. Ever since then repeated 
efforts have been made to burn the offices in 
which tne records have been stored. The boldness 
with which the last attempt was made, and the 
chase made for he flying fugitive have aroused 
people to the higheSt pitch of excitement. Wa'ker 
is a rich county, baving a great many estates un- 
der administration. It is supposed that the incen- 
diary attempts are made by some one who has an 
interest in destroying wills or similar papers.

THE UNNATURAL CONDUCT OF A FATHER OF 
FIVE CHILDREN. 


CaicaGco, Sept. 6.—Early yesterday two 
little daughters of Frederick Koste, of No. 23 
Sumner-street, aged 9 and 183 years, ap- 
peared at the station, accompanied by ladies 
of the neighborhood, and told a horribie tale 
of the father’s unnatural conduct. Two years 
ago the wife of Koste, who isa German, aged 44 
years, died, and left five children tothe care of 
a drunken father. When alivethe mother had 
to support the children by takingin washing, as 
the husband would not work, but spent his 
entire time in saloons, After the mother’s 


death the father did not improve his conduct, and 
the family have lived in a state of want ever since. 
The little girls also said that for some time the ratb- 
er has been in the habit of compelling them to 
submit to his unnatural and inhuman conduct, 
despite their cries and resistance.

STILL WITHOUT A CLUE 


THE MYSTERY OF MRS. AMBLER’S 
DEATH GROWS DEEPER. 
ALL SORTS OF THEORIES AFLOAT WITHOUT 
SUPPORT—NORMAN AMBLER BELIEVED 
TO BE INNOCENT. 

New-Haven, Sept. 6.—‘‘There are no 
new developments in the case,” said Coroner 
Joyce, at Stratford to-day, as he tore himself 
away from his half-dozen antiquated jury- 
men in the Rose Clark Ambler inquest, to 
talk curtly fora moment with Tar Tisxs’s 
correspondent. ‘‘Or, that is,” he added, 
quickly, ‘‘there are'no new developments which 
I can give tothe public.” With an agitated 
hop and an emphatic jerk of his head, the 
youthful Coroner skipped away, and the slam 
of the jury room door marked a period in his 
generous disclosures. All Stratford is well- 
nigh as taciturn as young Coroner Joyce, 
and each native is burdened with the idea 
that he must affect more mysterious airs than 
can his neighbor. Every street in the little 
hamlet swarms with detectives of the home- 
made scrt, and no family is compiete with- 
out its own pet collection of theories, each 
theory provided with an endless string of glib 
arguments for support. Stratford hitherto 
néver won fame for reticence, but the tragedy 
of last Sunday has not directed the eyes of 
the country toward her in vain. They who 
were frank and communicative have suddenly 
assumed anew mood. Mystery oozes out at 
every Stratford pore, and the pet theories and 
glib arguments are hushed with an alarming 
suddenness whenever one not of their own 
household presumes to approach. While 


it is perfectly evident, however, that every 
man in Stratford knows everything, @ little 

atient observation shows that no two men 

now it alike, and the differences of opinion 
which crop out all around among the gossipers 
seem to have become almost as epidemic as 
have mysterious airs, State Attorney Fessen- 
den declines to depend on the work of Coroner 
Joyce’s jury, and Sheriff Crosby, with his 
own force of detectives, is at work, not only 
independently of officers employed by the 
town Selectmen, but ina wholly different di- 
rection. Two or three doctors are clashin 

on most important evidence, and a genera 
war is being waged allaround. The members 
of each faction spend almost as much time and 
energy in exposing the weak points of oppos- 
ing theorists as they do in endeavoring to 
build up and work out their own plans, 

Coroner Joyce has again kept his jury in 
session throughout the day and far into the 
night. The evidence secured, however, was 
far less startling than that which he expects 
to secure to-morrow. Themostimportant wit- 
ness to-day was Mrs. Annie C. Wetzel, 
a bright-eved blonde young woman, sis- 
ter of William Lewis, who was the 
betrothed of Rose Clark Ambler, and 
the cousin of Norman Ambler, Rose’s di- 
voreed husband. Mrs. Wetzel entertained the 
gray-haired Stretford jurors for over an hour. 
She knew much and told much, As the pros- 
peetive sister-in-law of Rose, she was to an 
extent greater, perhaps, than any other per- 
son, her intimate friend and confidante. With 
the same freedom that she sought her mother’s 
counsel regarding personal affairs, the unfor- 
tunate girl admitted Annie Wetzel to 
her secrets. Mrs. Wetzel was  conse- 
quently able to testify clearly and 
with positiveness to the relations existing 
between her brother and his sweetheart. She 
was confident that the two lovers were enthu- 
siastically devoted to each other, and she in- 
sisted that Rose’s long walks home from the 
village alone were taken always of her own 
accord. She knew that William had fre- 
quently proposed to accompany Rose home, 
and Rose had uniformly refused to accept his 
escort, For so long a time had the girl made 
the nightly journey unaccompanied that she 
laughed to scorn the counsels of more timid 
friends and courageously went forth alone. Last 
Sunday was dark and stormy. She left her 
lover’s home for her parent’s house about 9 
o’clock. Noone went with her, not even to 
the suburbs of the hamlet, two or three miles 
distant from her destination. Unprotected she 
went over the stony roadway, while William 
Lewis threw himself upon his couch to slum- 
ber in peace and contevtment, regardless of 
the girl’s danger so long as his own comtort 
was subserved. 

While the witness was obliged by her allegi- 
ance to the truth to state these facts, she 
sought earnestly to snow that her brother’s 
selfish conduct resulted not so much from his 
own disposition as from an obedience to Rose’s 
own behests. Mrs. Wetzei’s defense of the 

oung man did not come before it was needed. 

f there be one thing on which Stratford senti- 
ment agrees just now itis in the expression of 
a hearty contempt for Lewis’s conduct. On 
all sides is heard censure for the man, 
stated in terms and tones that lack nothing 
of vigor. To-day Lewis was not to be seen 
anywhere. Mrs. Wetzel has been quoted as 
authority for the statement that Norman 
Ambler, her cousin, hai made threats to the 
effect that before he would submit to seeing 
Rose the wife of another man it was probatle 
that she would be dead. Mrs. Wetzel in her 
testimony to-day would retract none of her 
statements, although questioned closely. 

When this lady’s evidence was concluded 
Coroner Joyce called in Dr. Nooney and Dr. 
Cogswell, the Stratford doctors who held-the 
original autopsy on the body of Mrs, Ambler, 
and received from them cortain statements 
supplementary to their finding that not only 
had the girl been murdered, but that she had 
been subjected to a most infamous out- 
rage. Tneir statements to-day were in in- 
dorsement of this finding. They were 
detained only a little time, giving way to Dr. 
Porter, of Bridgeport, who, under directions 
from State Attorney Fessenden, held another 
autopsy last night. Dr. Porter, who is recog- 
nized as cne of the leading medical men of the 
State, did notend his testimony to-day. Its 
tenor he declined to state to anybody but the 
jury and the Coroner, although it is generally 
uné@erstood that it disagrees with the findings 
of Drs. Nooney and Cogswell, in that it throws 
doubts upon the qnestion of whether the young 
woman was outraged before she was killed. 

In the absence of evidence of an outrage it 
has been the generally accepted theory that 
the only motive which could prompt the crime 
would be either that of robbery or revenge. 
It was certainly not the former. Neither 
valuables nor money were taken from the 
body. And in all the world Rose was 
not known to have one enemy, with the bare 
and possible exception of Norman Ambler, 
whose treatment of his wife obliged her to 
ask for a decree of divorce two years ago. 
Stronger and stronger had been growing the 
suspicion that in Ambler’s person must be 
found the culprit. People at New-Milford 
had informed a newspaper reporter that they 
knew nothing of Ambler in that place. They 
remembered him, but they had no knowledge 
of his recent whereabouts. Supplementing 
these statements were heard allegations that on 
Sunday night, not long before the hour when 
the crime must have been committed, Ambler 
was seen ina wegonon the Oronoque road. 
A reputable citizen of Bridgeport has stated

enough to warrant his arrest. His anxiety 
to clear Boston White, whom he professes to 
have seen not far from the spot where the 
body was found, leads to the belief that they 
were together, and that possibly they were 
accomplices in the murder. 

Both Hesley and White live in Putney, a 
town about four miles from Stratford, and the 
reputation of both is bad. Boston in his tes- 
timony and statements has said nothing about 
meeting Hesley, but the latter admits that he 
passed along the Oronoque road Sunday night, 
and to-morrow two witnesses will be produ 
who are expected to swear to having seen 
him there. They are John Howell and Hen- 
ry Booth. Those men differ slightly as to 
the time and place where Hesley was seen, but 
it is understood thy will substantially corrobo- 
rate each other’s statements. 

Anotier story passing current in inner offi- 
cial circles represents that Rose Ambler was 
joined by a man after leaving her lover’s 

ouse on Sunday night, and was seen en- 
gaged in an animated conversation with 
a tall man on the highway after 9 o’clock that 
night. They were walking together. The 
girldid not seem to be afraid of her com- 
panion. Capt. Clark, the dead girl’s father, 
has not yet been heard from.

A STEAMER’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


THE WILLIAM CRANE BADLY BURNED BE- 
TWEEN SAVANNAH AND BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 6.—'lhe steam-ship Wil- 
liam Crane, which arrived here to-day from Sa- 
Vannah, came near being destroyed by fire on 
Tuesday last near Frying Pan Shoals, and was only 
saved by the vigorous efforts of the officers and 
crew. The steamer is commanded by Capt. Taylor 
and had acrew of 25men. There were five cabin 
passengers, and the vessel carried a large cargo of 
cotton and general merchandise. The fire was dis- 
covered among the cotton inthe hold by one of 
the colored waiters about 3 o'clock in the morning, 


the passengers and nearly all the crew being 
asleep. He aroused all hands, and a hurried In- 
vestigation showed that several bales of cotton 
under the main cabin were: burning. Before the 
water could be turned on the cotton was blazing 
and the heat was intense. The passengers hurried 
eutof the cabin in their night clothes, and had 
there been a large number on board there would, 
no doubt, have been a panic. The donkey pumps 
were got to work aad the crew labored manfully. 
Beneath the burning cotton were 100 barrels of 
turpentine. Six or eight of the men gave out from 
the heat and exhaustion, and it was feared at one 
time that the turpentine had cauczht fire. 

Mr. Fields, the first mate, offered to go down 
and investigate, and, taking a hose in his hand, 
was lowered into the hold. The men who held the 
ropes were nearly driven away from their posts by 
the stifling smell. Mr. Fields had no sooner reached 
the bottom of the hold than he was overcome by 
the heat. He was compelled to drop the hose, and 
as he wave the signal tor the men to puil him up he 
fainted. He reached the deck almost lifeless. At 
first it was thought the fire could not be subaued, 
and the lile-boats were provisioned and the pas- 
sengers got their valuables together preparatory 
to leaving the steamer. Three nundred bales of 
cotton and a pumper of barrels of turpentine were 
thrown overboard. After 14 hours’ bard work, 
however, the fire was extinguished. The vessel 
was badly damaged, and the loss to cargo exceeds

FRANK JAMES ACQUITTED

On the announeing of 
the verdict there was a great scene in the Gallatiz 
Opera-house, and the faet that the audience were 
with the defendant was plainly discernible. After 
the announcement the defendant was surrounded. 
by nis wife and friends and congratulated upon hig 
escape from the gallows. To your correspondent 
James said: ‘* This verdict was to have been ex: 
pected. Not only are the people in sympathy with 
me, but my counsel outranked those of the prose 
cution, I liken the two to giants and pigmies. 
Johnson’s speech would have won any case. He 
spoke for my hfe, and not for a fee, for I paid him 
nothing. 80 he spoke from the heart and his 
words cut deep. Phillips’s argument alone would 
have cleared me, but Johnson's argument insured 
success.” James said that he had long since for- 
gotten all war feeling. He cared neither for one 
side nor the other now, and he only asked to be 
allowed to settle down and lead a peaceful life. 

Throughout Missouri there is great excitement 
over the verdict. St. Loutsiang claim that the ver- 
dict will greatly hurt the credit of the State, and 
do more to retard its progress than anything else 
that could happen.

The following condensed history of the im- 
portant bank and train robberies and otber mis- 
deeds by organized Western banditti includes the 
principal events of the kind since 1866,in which 
year the peculiar system of rapine and murder im 
vestigated in the trial just ended at Gallatin, Mo., 
had its inauguration. 

The earliest of the recorded raids took place af 
Liberty, Mo., where, Feb. 14, 1866, a dozen armeé 
desperadoss swooped down upon the town, and 
before the citizens had time to understand whet . 
was going on, entered the Clay County Savings 
Bank and, placing revolvers at the heads of Mr. 
Bird, the Cashier, and his son, compelled them to 
open the vault, from which they took $72,000. Mr. 
Bird gave warning of what was going on toa boy 
named Wymore outside, who ram to give the 
alarm, but was fired upon by the cuard which the 
robbers had placed outside, and fell dead with five - 
bullet holes in him. The robbers divided their 
booty on the steps of achurch and then started 


from the town. This was the opening of the pecu: 
Har system of bank robbery which has since devek 
oped into an art. 

Oct. 30, 1866, a quiet and expeditions bank rob 
bery occurred at Lexington. Mo.. where twa 
strangers entered the bank. held revolvers at the 
head of the clerk, J. L. Thomas, and proceeded ta 
ransack the premises. Before an alarm could be 
given the robbers, five in all, had eseaped, and the 
— — followed in pursuit returned empty 

anded. 

The first of the train robberies oceurred in No-- 
vember, 1866, when a band of ruffians ditched a 
train south of Louisville, Ky., killing one man, and 
robbing the express car of $12,000. It was charged 
that Missourians did tne job, but the whole band 
were eventually arrested and proved to be Ken- 
tuckians. Two of them, named Bill King and Abe 
Owens, were convicted of murder, and eight others 
were prosecuted for robbery. . 

‘No more sanguinary raid was ever execnted by 
the bandits than that which occurred May 23, 1267, - 

at Richmond, Mo., when a perfectiy equipped 
band of 14 men swept into the town and inaug- 
urated their robbery by shooting at all citizens 
who dared to appear upon'the streets. Having 
captured the town, half adozen of the gang en- 
tered the banking-house of Hughes & Mason and 
robbed it of $4,000. Mayor Shaw rushed into the 
street with a view to raliying some of the citizens, 
but he was soon shot down, dying with his revolver 
paying back shot for shot at the ruffians. The 
jail, !n which were confined a number of pris- 
oners, friends of the raiders, was next at- 
tacked. The son of the jailer, B. G. 
Griffen, fired upon the robbers from the 
jail-yard, but soon fell, riddled with bullets. His 
father took position over his dead son’s body and 
was soon killed, fighting back as hefell Their 
sturdy resistanee saved the jail, and, the citizens - 
haviag organized for attack, the raiders began 
their retreat. Many of them had been recognized; 
warrants were hastily drawn out, and the chase 
begun. The leader. Payne Jones, was cornered in 
his house, but made a successful dash for liberty, 
killing one of his pursuers and wounding a little 
girl, who was acting as their guide. Dick Burnes, 
Tom Little, and Andy McGuire of the gang were 
caught and hanged. One of those charged with 
being in the gang was Allen Parmer, a brother-in- 
law of the James boys, who recently left his ranch 
in Texas to go to Gallatin and help Frank James 
out of his difficulty. 

The next escapade of the Missouri crowd was at 
Savannah, Mo., Mareh 2, 1868, when in broad day- 
light a band of horsemen rode into town and at 
once proceeded to invest the bank. Judge McLain 
and his son were inside, and at the first display of 
hostilities they shut the safe, seized revolvers, and 
showed fight. The Judge was shot down, being 
severely wounded, but the noise of the firing 
aroused the citizens, and the robbers fled without 
securing any plunaer. 

Kentucky soil next claimed attention from the 
Missouri robbers, and it was at Kussellville, Ky., 
that the James boys first got their reputation as 
bank robbers. Under the allas of Colburn, Cole 
Younger, already well kuown in Kentucky through 
his exoursions with Quantrell, introduced himseif 
to the Cashier of the Russellville bank, and atter 
ascertaining the lay of the premises, on March 20, 
1868, in company with another man, he entered 
the place, and, with revolver placed under Cashier 
Long’s nose, invited himto surrender. Mr. Long 
showed fight ard was shot, though not fatally, in 
the head. He escaped into the street. ran the 
gauntlet of a shower of bullets from the guard 
outside, and got safely under cover. Barclay and 
Simmons, clerks in the bank, were forced to accept 
the situation while Younger and his companions 
overhauled the bauk’s assets, securing in all about 
$14,000. In an attack upon the robber guard a 
citizen named Owens was severely woundea. De- 
teetive Bligh, of Louisville, worked up the case 
later, and George Shepherd was arrested and sent 
to the penitentiary forthree years. [ft was learned 
that the main object of the raid was to secure 
money to send Jesse James, who was sick at the 
time, on a sea Voyage. : 

Dec. 7, 1869, two young men, mounted on hand- 
some horses, rode up tothe door of the Daviess 
County Savings Bank in Gallatin, Mo., and one of 
them entered the bank after be had placed his 
horse in charge of his companion. In the bank 
were John W. Sheets, the Cashier, and a young 
man named McDowell. The stranger tendered a 
one-hundred-dollar bill, asking for ehange, and 
as Sheets was counting the money, thrust 
@ navy revolver forward and shot him 
through the heart. A second shot pierced 
his brain and he fell. McDowell was covered 
with the weapon and ordered to keep quiet, 
while the stranger helped himself to $700 
from the safe and till. The citizens heard the 
shots and hastened to the bank. The guard gave 
warning and the murderer ran to the street. As 
be mounted his horse the animal plunged and he 
feli with one foot in the stirrup and was dragged 
50 feet. The citizens opened fire upon him when 
the other wheeled, rode back to his dismounted 
eomrade, who disengaged himself, leaped up 
behind him, and both fiew off under a shower of 
bullets, On the outskirts of the towna farmer 
named Daniel Smoot was met riding an excellent 
saddle horse, which the robbers compelled him at 
the revoiver’s point to surrender, and then their 
escape became an easy matter. The horse which 
had nearlv kitled one of the robbers was eaptured 
and identified as the property of Jesse James, and 
there is no doubt that the James brothers were the 
murderers and robbers on this memorable occa- 
sion, although they pablished tremendous alibi 
cards at the time to prove that such was not the 
case. 

Next came the robbery of the bank of the Obo- 
coak Brothers, at Corydon, Iowa, which occurred 
June 8, 1871. It was accomplished in the more 
business-like manner which had begun to aistia- 
guish the later raids from the beiter-skeiter affairs 
of earlier days. The gange numbered six men, 
three entering the bank, while three remained on 
cuard outside. The Cashier of the bank was over- 

owered and bound, and having secured al! the 
bank's money, some $9,000, the robbers.rode over 
to a political meeting which was being addressed 
by Henry Clay Dean and interrupted the proceea- 
ings while they entertained the audience with a 
brief aceount of their exploit, at the vlosea mount: 
ing their horses and dashing off before their hear- 
ers could decide whether they were in earnest oO? 
not. They eseaped safely into Ciay. County, Mo., 
where Clell Miller was arrested as one Of the gang, 
tried and acquitted. As usual, the James Dboys, 
who were undoubtedly of the party, pubdlishe 
long lists of names of people who were ready te 
swear they were in Missouri at the time of the rod- 
bery, and Miller's was the only arrest made. 

Kentucky again claimed the robbers’ attention, 
the Deposit Bank,:at Columbia, Ky., being cap 
tured by five desperadoes April 29. 1872. The 
Cashier was behind the counter, and the Hon. R. 
A. C. Martin, James Garnett, and another man 
were in the bank at the time three masked mer 
entered and demanded of the Cashier the keys of 
the safe. He refused to give them up, and was

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rs have let Kentucky alone

one of the ticket-sellers started with the balance 
of the cash. $978, in a box which he carried under 
hisazrm. As be approached the fair grounds gate 
three borsemen rode at him, and oneof them 
snatoned the box. Ee tried to regain it, but sev- 
shots were firedat him, and he gave way. 
nde of people witnessed the act, and many 
of them positively identified the James brothers 
and Cole Younger as the robbers, but alibi-eards 
were published by all, containing the names of 
handreds of witnesses “ ready to swear,” &o. 

On May 27, 1873, oocurrea the robbery of the St. 
Genevieve (Mo.) Bank. Gen. Rogers, its Cashier, 
and his son were chatting together that afternoon 
when & couple of men entered and commanded a 
pelt. cevering both oankers with their pistols, 

oung Rogers made a dash for the outside and got 
into the street, receiving a flesh wound in the back 

hedideo, The Cashier was forced, under pen- 
aity of death, to open the safe, from which $8,500 
Was taken. The robbers then forcea the Cashier 
to walk between them to the outskirts of the town, 
where they robbed him of his watch and pocket- 
book, and ordered him home. Young rs in 
the meantime had organized a pursuit. and the 
robbers were chased to within 85 miles of St. 
Louis. Here the last trace of them was found in 
the shape a small stick stuck in the ground, witha 
slip of paper stuck in the crotch on which was 
written: * If any of you feliows have families, 
you had better go back home and not follow us." 

The first train robbery of the Missouri bandits 
Was a cruel and clumsy accomplishment. At 

hout 8:30 P. M., July 21, 1878, Engineer John Raf- 

rty,of the Rock Island express, just as it was 
running eastward along a sharp curve, four miles 
west of Adair, Iowa, saw one of the rails move 
suddenly out of place. He reversed the engine 
and applied the air-brakes, and as he did so bullets 
began to rain upon'the cab. Just then the engine 
entered the break and turned over, the brave en- 
gineer going down to bis death in the wreck. 
Masked ficures rose from each side of the track 
and terrified the passengers by firing through the 
car windows. The express car was entered and 
robbed and the passengers were despviied. Tho 
entire booty amounted to only $2,500, which gave 
the robbers, six in number, a very smal! return for 
the risk incurred. Tue description given of the 
robbers fastened suspicion upon the Youn.er 
brothers, the James.brothers, and two men named 
Ike Fiannery and Jim Anderson. 

On Jan. 15, 1874, the stage coming from Malvern, 
Ark., to Hot Springs was stopped, and the passen-, 
gers,.1¢in number, were robbed, with the excep- 
tion of one. whose money was returned to him on 
his proving that he had been a Con/ederate soldier. 
A Boston man the robbers were particularly rude 
with, they finding fauit with him for being so fur 
from home with only $70 in his pocket. The» 
Younger brothers were generally credited with 
having commitzed this robbery. 


The sympathy of the robbers for Southern men 
was again shown in the train robbery at Gad’s 
iil, Mo., which occurred Jan. 31, 1874. Here the 
robbers flagged the Litile Rock express, got $1,800 
from tbe express and four registered letters con- 
taining $3,000 from the mail. The nassengers were 
robbed. exception only being made in favor ot the 
secoud-class passengers and such “Southern men 
gs did not wear plug hats,’ and $2,000 additional 
secured: Before leaving the robbers jointly com- 
a a written account of the affair, which they 

t with one of the trainmen, with instractions 
to have it published in the Little Rock papers. The 
belief that the Youngers were at the head of this 
affair was so strong that extraordinary efforts were 
made to captere them. Detertives Luil and 
Wright undertook the job, penetrated the terri- 
tory where the bandits lived, and were surprised 
by them one morning. In the fight that ensued 
Lall was mortally wounded, after which he shot 
and killed John Younger. A man named Ed Dan- 
jels, an acquaintance of the Younzers who assisted 
the detectives, was also siain. Equally vigorous 
efforts were made to capture the James brothers, 
who, bowever, succeeded in murdering Pinkerton's 
detective, Whicher, who had got on their track. 
In January, 1875, a raid was made on the residence 
of their mother, Mrs. Samuels, and a hand-grenade 
Was thrown into the house, the explosion shatter- 
ing the old woman's arm and killing her 5-year-old 
= = The James brethers escaped unhurt. 

Younger brothers aiways elaimed that they 
were in Louisiana at the time of the Gad's Hill 
robbery, and there seems to be some substantia- 
tion for the claim in the fact that the day before 
that affair the trading steamer Elien D.,. while tied 

at Point Jefferson, La., was boarded by a gang 
of robbers, who overpowered the crew and robbed 
the boat of $1,000 cash and $500 in goods. 

Aprii 7, 1874, the stage between San Antonio and 
Austin, Texas, containing 11 passengers, among 
them Bishop Gregg and Mr. Breckenridge. Presi, 
Gent of the First National Bank of San Antonio, 
was robbed by three masked men, who secured 
$3.000, The Youngers were believed to have been 
in this affair. The other of the robbers, named 
Jin Reed, was run down and killed a week afte 
and confessed that he had been in the Gad’s Hi 
robbery. 

In November, 1874, five Inasked men entered a 
store on the Petit Jean River, in Yeli County, Ark., 
killed the proprietor, and robbed the place. It 
was beld universally that the Gad’s Hill robbers 
Were responsible for the outrage, 

Corinth, Miss., next received a visit from the 
bandits, the Tishbonnigo Bank at that place being 
entered by masked freebooters, who, after pound- 
ing the President, Mr. Taylor, into submission. 
rified the sate of $5,000. While the work of pillage 
was in progress a customer of the pank entered 
and was mace prisoner, but was informed that the 
bank was takiuge deposits as usual and that this 
would be received with pleasure. Jewelry and 
diamonds that had been left with the bank for safe 
keeping of the vaiue of $10,000 were also removed. 


On the same day that the Cornith Bank was 
robbed the evening train of the Kansas Pacific 
Railroad was stopped near Muncie, Kan., within 
nine miles of Kansas City. by masked men, who 
terrorized the passengers in the usual way. They 
forced the express messenger to open the safe, 
from which they took $20,000, together with some 
jewelry. The old crowd were charged with the 
rotbery, but a few davs afterward one Bud Mc- 
Daniel was arrested while drunk in Kansas City 
and $1,034 in money and some of the stolen jewel- 
ry found apon him. He declined to teil the names 
of bis associates, and in making an attempt to es- 
cape was shot dead. 

duly 9, 1875, a train of the Vandalia line was 
stopped at Long Point, Ili. The engineer was 
killea and the express car attacked, but the mes- 
senger stoutly refused to open the car, and the 
robbers retired baffied. 

At Huntington, West Va. early in September, 1875, 
the iocal bank was attaked by four armed horse- 
men, who compelied the Cashier to open the vault 
from which they took over $10,000. They escaped 
into Kentacky, where one of them was mortally 
shot, bat he declined to give the names of his asso- 
ciates, who, however, were very certainly the 
James brothers and Co!e Younger. 

April 18, 1876, the Baxter Springs (Kan.) Bank 
‘was entered by two desperadoes, who coerced the 
Cashier into opening the safe, from which they took 
$3,000. They were believed to be Cnarlie Pitts and 
Bill Caldweil, who afterward took part in the Ot- 
ey pes ae roboeries, 

e Otterville (Mo.) train robbery occurred on 
the night of July 7, 1876. The train was stopped by 
the watchman, under pressure from the robbers, 
who executed their work with a coolness unparal- 
leled in the history of crimes of thig kind. They 
secured booty amounting to $15,000. The passen- 
gers were not robved on this occasion. Hobbs 
Kerry and Charlie Pitts, who were of the gang, 
were subsequently arrested. Kerry made a full 
confession, stating that Cole and Bob Younger. 
Frank and Jesse James, Clell Miller, Charlie Pitts, 
Bill Caldwell, and himself did the job, all of whom 
had alibis ready for the occasion. 


The further north the robbers went the harder 
seemed their fate, and it was at Northfield, Minn., 
that the bandits fairly met their Waterloo. Sept. 
6, 1876, four of them, supported by an outside 
guard, made a dash at the First National Bank 
there, covering the Cashier, Haywood, and the 
clerks, Wilcox and Burker, with their revolvers, 
and, leaping over the counter, stated that they 
were going torobthe bank. The Cashier refused 
to open the vault. Burker escaped and gave the 
alarm outside, and a livelly fusillade soon began 
between the robbers on duty outside and the Dupu- 
lace. Finding themselves foiled, those inside de- 
parted. one of them shooting Haywood in the head 
pnd instantly killing him, saying to the clerks that 
the action was “a warning to those bang 
Cashiers to open up when we want them to.” 
Aterrific fight on the street followed. One of 
the gang was shot dead from his horse in 
front of the bank. Another was shot down and 
kilied and a third was so severely wounded thet 
he nearly fell from his horse, and had to beg the 
others not to desert him. On their retreat the 
robbers were harassed unrelentingly. The James 
boys were cornered once, but finaliy escaped. The 
Youngers were made prisoners at Madelia, but, 
though now in the penitentiary, have always re- 
fused to give any information as to their confeder- 
ates. Thetwo killed in the city were Clel! Miller 
and Bili Chadwel!. The one killed at the Mzadelia 
fight was Charlie Pitts. The James brothers were 
s00n out with alibis, but there was no doubt that 
they were about the eoniy ones who escaped the 
Northfield disaster with their lives. 

June 8, 1877, a wanton attempt was mede to 
wreck and rob a whole train of the St. Louis anda 
San Francisco Railroad, near Wood End, Mo., 
the rails being loosened on one side of the track 
and considerably elevated onthe other. The en- 
gine and baggage car jeft the track and the en- 
gineer, freman, and Dr. Atkinson, of Pacific, Mo., 
were killed in the wreck. Firing was begun in the 
bush near by, but the salvation of the train pre- 
vented an attack. A mau named Leroy Oliver was 
arrested and confessed that he was one of the 
gang, and conducted the detectives to aspot where 
were concealed the tools used in aeamaging the 
tracks and biudgeons which were to have been 
employed in clubbing the passengers in case of re- 
Bistance. His confederates were arrested, but the

TRAINS ARE DELAYED IN 
THE TUNNEL. 

TROUBLE CAUSED BY THE GREAT RUSH OF 
TRAVEL AND NOT BY THE NEW BLOCK 
SYATEM. 

A number of complaints have come to THE 
Timzs office tothe effect that the morning trains 
into the Grand Central Station have been coming 
in from ten minutesto a half-hour late since the 
adoption of the new system of block signals. The 
correspondents also complain because the trains 
have been delayed in the tunnel] and so have 
caused much annoyance to paesengers who have 
business in the City. Inquiry at the Grand Cen- 
tral Station reveals the fact that all of these state- 
ments are true. Superintendent Toucey, of the 
New-York Central Road, and Station-master 
Franklin beth say that the delay is one 
that is unavoidable at the present time, 
and one that will disappear as soon as 
the homeward rush of travelis ended. The trou- 
ble is not, as is supposed by compiainants, with 
the short trains on which they are passengers, but 


with the through trains. Two of these—the ex- 
press from Boston over the New-Haven Road, due, 
respectively, at 6:25 and 6:88, and two over tne 
Central Road, due, respectively, at 6:45 and 7:80,are 
rarely ever on time. The delay is caused before 
they reach Harlem bridge and the tracks leading 
to the Grand Central Station. If they rcach the 
station before 8 o’olock there is no trouble, but 
now with the rush of travel, and especialiy during 
the past two weeks, they haye come in much later 
aoe about the time when the rush of short trains 
egins. 

n the two hours from 8 to 10 A. M, 22 trains 
come into the station, providing they are on time, 
and jn the same time 15 are due to leave. The 
longest interval of time between thrse trains, with 
all on time, is 15 minutes, and between four-fifths 
of them the interval is from three to five minutes. 
Between the arrival of twotrains a preceding train 
must be drawn out of the station and taken to the 
car-house. If a train islate this naturally causes 
all trains in the rear to be made late, as under the 
block system, adopted to insure safety, a train 
cannot leave the division on which it is stopped 
until the preceding trains have reached their des- 
tinations in safety and the tracks are clear. These 
block divisions are so divided that it is impossible 
for two trains to be less than a halt-mile from one 
another. The trains about which the com- 
plaints are made are held in block then 
for safety, and because the heavy express 
trains in front, running from 12 to 2% cars, 
have to be gotten out of the way before the short 
trains can come in. The delay isone wholly out of 
the power of the managers of the station to cor- 
rect, but is one that will correct itself as soon as 
the rush of business is over. No permanent cor- 
rection of this trouble can be had until a new sta- 
tion is rected, as the business transacted is almost 
beyond the limits of what was considered, when 
it was erected, wholly peyond the needs ofthe 
roads using it, Fully donbie the trains is needed 
to accommodate the business, and a new station 
will have to be orected or the present one greatly 
enlarged within a few yerrs,

RATE-CUTTING IN THE WEST. 

The Joint Executive Committee and the 
Trank Line Committee had a meeting at Commis- 
sioner Fink’s office yesterday, and devoted the day 
to a diseussion of the freight rate cutting done on 
the Western roads, mainly those giving business to 
the Erie and Pennsylvania Roads. No specific 
charges were made against any road, the discus- 


sion being of a general character, as to what steps 
can be taken to secure a mainteuance of rates. 
Tne discussion developed no plan that seemed to 
meet the exigencies of the case, and an adjourn- 
ment was had until to-day, when a further attempt 
will be made to devise some plan beside the system 
of disciplining the roads, which was the scheme 
originally agreed upon. While the cutting has 
been very general it is not considered to be of so 
serious a character as to have developed into a war 
to which an end cannot be put by the peaceful 
methods adopted in dealing with similar troubles 
in relation to passenger rates.

This 
interfered with the Louisville and Nashville inter- 
ests, and in retaliation that road made a $1 50 rate 
from Cincinnati to St. Louis, and the Air Line 
dropped down to $1 between Louisville and St. 
Louis. The Ohio and Mississippi met the latter cut, 
but maintained a $5 50 rate to Cincinnati.

Boston, Sept. 6.—The sub-committee of the 
United States Senate Committee on Education and 
Labor, comsisting of Senators Aldrich, of Rhode 
Isiand, and Pugh, of Aldbama, with I Kim- 
ball, Jr., Secretary of the committee, and 
Eugene Davis, stenographer, made a visit to the 
manufaeturing centres of Rhode Island to-day, 
traveling 20 miles by carriage ana 120 by rail. 
The party left Boston this morning, making 
their first stop at Woonsocket. They were 
met by the Hon. L. W. Ballou, ex-member of 


Congress; F. F. Jillson, the present Speaker of 
the Rhode Island House of i Oe H. A. 
Jenckes, Harry T, Lippett, J. W. Ellis, and oth- 
ers, and were taken in carriages to the dif- 
ferent factories, including the vilege Mill, 
owned by the Harris Woolen Company, who 
run ‘the largest wooden water-wheel in 
the world, and the Social Mill, owned by 
the Social Manufacturing Company, who also own 
the Globe aud Nourse Mills. The Privilege Mill 
employs 600 operatives, 75 or 80 per cent. of whom 
were found to be Freneh Canadians. Mr, Lippett, 
‘Trearurer of the Social Mill, testified that the best 
help were Americans, then came tbe English, Irish, 
and Canadians, in the order named. 

From Woonsocket the party took a train for 
Ashton, which is a little factory village with 600 or 
800 inhabitants. The factory is owned by the 
Lonsdale Company. The Hon. Jonathan Chase 
and Robert Gammell joined the party there. 
The operatives are all English or Irish, and were 
found with comfortable homes. During dinner 
hour several of them were visited by the commit- 
tee. They were English, and said that they were 
much better off than in the old country. There are 
609 hands employed, the average wages paid each 
employe, including women and children, being 
$80 85 for every four weeks’ work. 

From Ashton the party took carriages and drove 
to Abidon to visit the Chase Mill. The average 
wages paid were: Men, $1 59 per day; 
women, $117 per day, and 58 cents per day 
to children. They also had a free reading- 
room. The party next started for Berkeley 
and Lonsdale. At the latter place cambric is man- 
ufactured. The homes there were not so com- 
tortable as at Ashton and Abidon, The condition 
of wage workers was found to be far better at all 
the places visited to-day than at Fall River. From 
Lonsdale the committee took the oars for Provi- 
dence, and upon arriving there took carriages for 
the Vue de !'Ean Club-house down the bay, where 
they were treated to a Rhode Island clam-bake, re- 
turning to Boston on the 6:20 train. To-morrow 
the committee will go to South Manchester and 
Willimantic, Conn.

of the favorites did little toward compensating 
the heavy speculators for their losses. Mr. Pierre 
Lorillard was one of the lucky persons, for it is 


said that he won $14,000 on Amazon, which was a 
Dartial return of hislosses on Iroquois in the tw 

memorial races at Monmouth Park. The mutual 
dividends were $44 90 on the first race, $97 50 on 
the second, $14 65 on the third, $91 20 on the 
fourth, $10 35 on the fifth, and $10 85 on the sixth.

those who held tickets on him were enriched to 
the extent of $11975. A. Garson, the owner of 
Abraham, who ran second, made a written protest 
to the committee against giving the purse to Puri- 
tan, on the ground that Puritan had been entered 
irregularly and contrary to the rules, and with the 
evident intention of concealing the identity of the 
borse, whose former name was Glenlivet. The 
committee canvassed the matter thoroughly, and, 
upon sufficient proof being furnished, a decision 
was rendered disqualifying Puritan and awarding 
the purse to Abraham, the second money to Bride- 
cake, and the third to Spider, 
stance of the fraud that is praeticed by the con- 
tinual ebanging of names to whieh everv reputa- 
ble jockey club should put aoe before further 
misebief is done.

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A HOUSE ORDERED TORN DOWN. 
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EFFORTS TO’ CLEAR OUT THE TENANTS AND 
PREVENT DANGER OUTSIDE. 

Capt. Berghold, of the Twenty-seventh Pre- 
cinet, on Wednesday informed Inspector Bster- 
brook, of the Bureau of Buildings, that the build- 
ing No, 70 Washington-street was in a dangerous 
condition. The case was placed in the hands of 
Examiner Esterbrook, who inspected the bnild- 
ing, and yesterday reported that it was in so di- 
lapidated a condition that it was liable to fall 
atany mament, The building is a three-story and 
basement brick dweiling, and is inhabited by five 
famihes, The partitions in the basement story have 
been taken out, and the central piers of the base- 
ment, both front and rear, are torn and weak s0 
that the house is settled and the wall bulged. 
The Examiner recommended that it should be 
torn down instantly. The building is owned by 
two minors, James and Dennis Burne, of whom 
Maurice Stack, of No. 18 West-atreet, is the guard- 
ian. Stack was at once served witb an order to 
have the premis«s vacated and torn down. Placards 
were posted giving notice to the tenants that the 
building is unsafe and likely to fall, and warning 
them of the danger they incur by remaining in the 
house. The police were also informed of the dan- 

er, and were directed by Inspector Esterbrook to 
ave the tenants removed from the house. Capt. 
Berghold contented himself with warning the ten- 
ants to leave the house, and placing a policeman 
on guard on the opposite side of © street 
to warn pedestrians of their danger. A 
railing was placed across the sidewalk on 
each end of the building, although teams were 
allowed to arre past the honse as usual. Capt. 
Berghold said that he had not the legal power to 
drive the tenants out of the building, nor could he 
stop the traffic in the street. The Health Depart- 
ment could compel the vacation of the pense by 
the tenants, and the Department of Public Works 
had exclusive power to elose the street and stop 
traffic. Some of the more sensible tenants moved 
their household goods out into the street and va- 
their apartments, but others, although re- 
tedly warned, still clung to the place and re- 
used to move, Unless the owner of the premises 
acts promptly in tearing down the building or mak- 
ing it safe, the Supreme Court will be asked to au- 

thorize the Fire Department to demolish it,

THE CHEAP CAB COMPANY, 

William Fearing Gill, the projector of the 
cheap cab system in this City, presented a report 
to the Executive Committee of the New-York Cab 
Company, at their office, No. 19 East Twelfth-street, 
yesterday afternoon, embodying the result of the 


system in other cities where it has been success- 
fully introduced. In London, where there are 
10,000 cheap cabs, the fare is 25 cents for two per- 
sons for a distance of four miles. In Paris there 
are 12,000 of the vehicles and the fare is from 
if. to 134f. for any distance inside of the city 
iimite. Boston the system has been established 
two years, and about 100 cabs are in use. The fare 
is 25 cents for two persons within a distance of 
two miles. Philadelphia charges from 25 to 40 
cents for one mile and a half, or 75 cents ap hour. 
In all these places the system is popular with the 

blic and remunerative to the companies. The 

ew-York company proposes to inaugurate the 
system as soon as suitable cabs oan: be con- 
structed. At the outset they intend to prepare a 
number of cabs similar to the coupés and 
brougbams now in use, which will be posates some 
Cistinctive color, with the name of the company 
and the number of the eab oonspicuonsly dis- 
played. The fares will be placed at firat at 25 
cents for the first miie and a small additional 
charge for each mile thereafter. A special ser- 
vice for passengers and baggage from the ferries 
and railroad stations will be provided after the 
system hus been thoroughly tried. Mr. Ira Brown, 
the Superintendent of the company, told a Tres 
reporter that the cabs would not be introduced 
for several weeks, when a sufficient number would 
have been remodeled and repainted. The com- 
pany expects to bave about 50 vehicles at the start.

THE HATCH-WILLIAMS SUIT.

Capt. Wilson, of the British steam-ship 8a- 
lerno, which arrived yesterday from Grimsby 
Roads, England, reports that from Aug. 27 to 81 he 
encountered a series of violent gales, with heavy 
seas. Several sails were blown away, and the 
upper works were slightly injured. Capt. Wi!son 
reports that when on the Banks of Newfoundland 
he went through the middle of the fishing grounds, 
but he saw very few fishing vessels there.

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WHAKENED BY CORROSION. 
, —— So 
THE EXPLODED. BOILER OF THE RIVERDALE 


SURPRISING ALL THE OFFICERS. 


The difficult work of raising the two large 
boilers of the wrecked steamer Riverdale, which 
lies at the bottom of the North River, in 65 reet of 
water, opposite the foot of Sixteenth-street, was 
completed yesterday noon. The boiler which was 
on the larpoard side of the vessel, and whioh did 
not explode, was raised to the surface on Wednes- 
day evening and conveyed tothe foot of West 
Thirteenth-street, where it was hoisted upon a large 
derrick and inspected by scores of persons. The 
starboard boller was fished out of the wreok yes- 
terday and, after being towed to the derrick be- 
tween two of the Baxter pontons, it was laid be- 
side its mate. There was a marxed contrast be- 
tween the two boilers. The one that had exploded 
showed a ragged hole three or four feet in width 
and extending almost entirely around its circum- 
tgrenge. . Two or three “sized patohes were 

so observed on this boiler. A critical inspection 
by experts showei that the boiler bad burst at its 
weakest point, which was its bottom, The ugly 
rent at the bottom of the middie course of 
the shell and ripped up the side and across the top, 
like the peeling of a circle of bark from around 
the trunk of a large tree. The atrip of iron that 
had been thus torn out of four-fifths of the boiler’s 
circumference still bung to the ruined structure. 

Inspeccor-General James A. Dumont, of Wash- 
ington; Supervising go George Starbuck, 
Boiler Inspector James H. Stephens, Assistant In- 
spoctor Alexander Cauldwel), Capt. D. P. Dey, 
Inspector of Hulis; Capt. Smith, of the wrecked 
steamer, and many others witnessed the landing 
of the exploded boiler. The Governmont Ing 
tors examined itcarefully, and found that the bot- 
tom pert of the shell was badly corroded, ana in 
the place where it had burst it was only one-six- 
teenth of an inch thick. The evidence of corrosion 
was very plain all along the bottem and for sev- 
eral inches up each side, The original thickness 
of the sholls of the boiler was one-quarter of an 
inch. The boilers were each 24 feet long and 6 
feet 6 inches in diameter. Mr. Andrew Fletcher, 
one of the proprietors of the fron-works where 


these boilers were made, expressed great surprise’ 


at the condition of the one that exploded, and said 
that he was certain both boilers were all 
right when his men iast handied them, 
three or four years ago, He knew noth- 
ing about the tting on of the patches. 
Inspector-General Dumont looked sharply at 
the torn boller, and, feeling of the thin strip of iron 
that had been torn out, said that it was no wonder 
the boiler exploded. He had no theory to advance 
as tothe direct cause of the explosion. The In- 
tor who made the lagt official inspection of the 
verdale’s boliers was Capt. Alexander Cauldwell, 
and be said yesterday that it was mot posatble for 
him to have escerteined that the bettom of the 
boiler was corroded or weak without taking it out 
of the boat or getting inside of it himself. When 
he tested the two boilers last Spring he found them 
apparently in good condition. pone | stood atest of 
60 pounds pressure. Inspector Cauldwell) sald that 
the — nthe boiler must have been very low, 
and there must have been a greater pressure 
of steam just before the explosion than 
the engineer said there was. (83 pounds.) Mr. 
Cauldwell thought there must have been at least 
60 pounds of steam on at the time the explosion 
occurred. Capt. Smith said that he was surprised 
at the condition of the boiler. He had believed 
that both boilers were perfectiy sound. After the 
Inspectors bad made hammer tests of the two boil- 
ers they Gouasten. leaving the bollere in the care 
of the wrecking company. The whole of the bot- 
tom of the bursted boiler was found to be danger- 
ously thin, and there were appearances of rapid 
corrosion in the bottom and sides of the unex- 
ploded boiler. This corresion was attributed by 
some of the Inspectors to the mixing of salt and 
fresh waters in the boilers.

COINING MONEY FOR HAWAII, 

Wasnrnacton, Sept. 6,—There has been re- 
geived at the office of the Director of the Mint 
specimens of the new silver colns ordered for the 
Hawaiian Government. They are in denomina- 
tions of $1, one-half dollar, one-quarter dollar, and 
one-eighth dollar, All but the last correspond in 
weight and fineness to the United States coins 
of similar denominations. The one-eighth eoin is 
equivalent in weight and fineness to one-half of 
the United States quarter dollar. All the coins 
contain on the obverse side a resentation of 
the head of King Kalakaua, with the inscrip- 
tion, “Kalakaua [., King of Hawaii,” and 
the date "1883... On the reverse is the 
Hawaiian coat of arms, an _  inecription 
in the Hawaiian langnage, and a designation of the 
value of the coin In English and Hawailan. The 
designs for the coins were made hy the engraver 
at the Philadelphia Mint, but the coips will be 
struck at San Franoiseo. A drawing of the design 
has alroady been accepted by the Hawailan agent 
at San Franelsco, and the specimens are to be for- 
warded to him. and If accopted the work of coin- 
age wil! be at once begun, There are to be struck 
off $500,000 worth of one-dollar pieces, $300,000 

orth of halves, $125,000 worth of quarters, and 

5,000 worth of elghths.. The Hawaiian Govern- 
meni will supply the bullion and will be charged 
with the cost of the designs and dies, the labor of 
cotoing, the cost of machinery, and all the other 
expenses of colnage.

TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE OF THE STEAMER 


LAMPORT IN A STORM. 


HAuirax, Sept. 6,—The steamer Lamport, 
Capt. Cross, from Baltimore for London, with a 
cargo of cattle, grain, Jumber, and general mer- 
chandise, put in bere in distress this morning, bsv- 
ing had her machinery disabled during last week's 
stormy weather. The officers of the vessel report 
having had a terrible experience. The Lamport 
sailed from Baltimore on Friday, Aug, 24, and met 
with fair weather until the following Wednesday 
morning, when stormy weather set in, increasing 
in fury as tho dav advanced, and the steamer was 
frequently awept by seas mountains high and of 
fearful power, After dark the storm grew still 
worse, the wind blowing with terrific violence, and 
the sea rising to a great height, threatening every 
moment to swamp the steamer. At 11 o’clock at 
night the storm was at its height, and from that 


hour until dayligtt the vessel was almost at the 

meroy of the elemeats, Great seas swept over the 

decks, carrying away 120 out of 170 cattle which 

were on board, and badly lojarieg a@ number of the 

eee. Second Officer Jones had his collar bone 
n. 

William Moran, who had charge of the cattle. 
describes the scenes witnessed during that night 
as terrible, The waves were tremendous in size. 
sweeping over the ship. They would lift a great 
portion of the cattle pens on their creste, and hold 
them for a moment above, and then burl them, 
with their living contents, with awful violence to 

he deck. The next wave would ogrry off the 
leeding and dying animals in the twinkling of an 
eye. The live stock went over the side of the shi 
by the dozens, and by morning all that remalne 
numbered 40, of which 4 have since died, jeaving 
only 86 owtof 170 cattle taken out of Baltimore 
only two weeks ago. The cattie were shipped 
by F. R. Lingham & Co,, of Boston, and were in 
fine condition when the Lamport sailed. 

During the storm all the steamer’s boats were 
either carried away or disabled; the cabin sky- 
light was stove {n and the cabin flooded with 
water; aportion of the bulwarks and part of the 
poop Wheel were carried eway and other damage 
was sustained. On Thureday morning the storm 
abated somewhat, but the wind waw still strong, 
and the heavy wind made the vessel rol! and pite 
almost as much as during the preceding night.

TRE ACCUSED NAVAL CADETS. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Sept. 6.—The court-mar 
tial this morning resumed the trial of Cadet A. 
Campbell. D. R. Magruder, counsel for the ac- 
cused, read au argument reviewing the testimony 
given in the case and arguing that the accused 
could not be convicted of hazing by merely being 
present, ‘* Heis not charged,” counsel contended, 
“ with aiding, but requiring the act of hazing, As 
to the specification requiring Mr. Bristol and Mr. 
Moore to eat soap, there is no proof of this what- 
ever. As to the specification requiring Cadets 


Bristol and Carden to take a piece of rubber from 
the bottom of a basin of the water, Carden says 
he cannot say the accused was even present. 
Bristol says accused was present, but cannot say 
be took part or that his presence in any way intim- 
idated him. As to all the specifications except the 
second (drilling in the bath-room) the accused is 
completely exonerated, and as to the second only 
one of the cadets who was hazed says the accused 
took any part in it, although others had as goodan 
opportunity of knowing it as he, If true, it is of 
such a nature as not to require the summary pun- 
ishment of dismissal. but one with which the court 
might deal in enn oe (8 ees 

The court-martial took up the case of Cadet F. 
Moeller this afternoon, charged with making Ca- 
det Galloway fish with hig mouth for a penny ina 
basin of water, with imprisoning four oadets in a 
wash-room with a stick, and making Cadet Steber 
sing peeneee notes. He pleaded not guilty. 
Cadet G. W. Galloway testified that Campbell 
made him get the coin from a wash-bow! half-full 
of water. The accused was present and witness 
did not regard his presence as aceidental, He did 
not consider him as forming one of the party of 
bhazers because he did not have anything to nes 
about it. Witness regarded himself as being haze 
by Campbell alone, no other Third Class men 
taking part. Naval Cadet MoGee testified that the 
acoused did not make him go through mock drills, 
and then the court adjourned. 

Naval Cadet Rumsey, Third Class, was put under 
seven days’ solitary confinement to-day for af- 
tempting to haze Cadet Thomas P. Morgan, of the

CHICAGO MARKETS ACTIVE. 


A DISPOSITION TO CALL A HALT ON THE 
DOWNWARD MOVEMENT. 


Curcaao, Sept. 6.—The leading produce markets 
were active to-day and generally stronger, with much 
more steadiness In most departments. There wasa 
genera] disposition to call a halt on the downward 
movement both in grain and provisions. There were 
more outside orders than usual, and a good many of 
them were to buy, the latter including several from 
Canada. There wasa very good shipping demand for 
corn, meats, and oats, witha fair one forrye, while 
wheat was not much wanted by Eastern buyers. The 
shipping movement was somewhat hampered by a 
scarcity of freight room by lake. In the specu- 


lative department the local folks did not seem 
to be particularly strong; but of outsiders it 
might be said with more truth to-day than when it 
was said by Tilden, “The people desire a change.”

A FURTHER SLIGHT GAIN IN STRENGTS 

SHOWN, WITH CONSIDERABLE ACTIVITY. 

Caicaco, Sept. 6—For shipping and export 
grades the cattle market to-day showea a further 
slight gain instrength. While the receipts ran up to 
a very liberal total they did not embrace many well- 
fatted droves, and under a sharp demand holders 
found it possiple to get 6 to 10 cents»advance 
on previous quotations. The published sales do not 
indicate any particular change. But buyers paid fully 
Wednesday’s quotations for a poorer class of stock, 
Exporters are forced to resort to poorer ades than 
are ordinarily taken for the Engl market, 
the supply of choice beeves failing far shorg 
of their requirements. There were no extra Steera 
on sale to-day, and oniy bere and there @ 
bunch that would answer to the description of choice, 
Four loads of fat 1,456-pound steers went at $6 35, and 
there were a half-dozen sales at $6 10 to 20, but 
sales at over $6 cut an insignificant figure in the day’s 
transactions. Exporters paid $6 to $6 35 and shi 
pers 84 to $6. The salesat $4 to $4 25 were rou 
and thin grassers. Everything that eaeqere cou 
safely handle was disposed of and the market closed 


firm, There was a steady market for native 
choice stuff. Although butchers were the almost ex- 
c.usive buyers, their wants about equaled the supply

The Signal Service Bureau report for to-day, 
for thas locality, indicates slightly warmer, 
fair weather, followed by local rains, light, 
eariable winds, and lower barometer. 


Judge THoman, who has been on the Pa- 
tific slope.organizing the work of civil 
service examinations, has returned with 
glowing accounts of the success which has 
attended his labors. He lays particular 
stress on the large number of applicants 
who passed the minimum point fixed in the 
examinations. It is cruel to suggest it, but 
Judge THomaN may not have reflected that 
this ‘‘ success’ might be due to lax examina- 
tions as well as to superior capacity among 
the applicants. The work of conducting a 
really effective civil service examination is 
notaneasy one. It requires some experi- 
ence as well as natural aptitude that is not 
‘very common, and while we trust that all 
the Judge’s anticipations will be realized, 
‘we should be glad to see him specify some 
more solid ground for congratulation than 
the number of candidates who were found 
up to the minimum standard. 

Mr. Joseiyn, of Washington, avers that 
Senator Locan will not take the second 
place on the ticket. This, of course, upsets 
the comfortable arrangement made by Mr. 
Foxxznry and several Western Collectors 
at Chicago on Wednesday. But let the 
Senator wait. Perhaps he will not be asked 
to take either place on the ticket. 


. Nothwithstanding Secretary TrLuER’s re- 
fusal to'grant the application of the attorney 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
“who. asked that Commissioners should be 
appointed to examine completed sections of 
that company’s road, Judge Payson, of Lili- 
nois, a member of the Judiciary Committee 
of the House in the Forty-seventh Congress, 
and others who-are familiar with the history 
f the Texas Pacific grant, are filing vigor- 
ous protests, as if there were in their opin- 
fon something in the attitude of the interior 
Department to encourage those who are 
trying to grab $20,000,000 worth of land 
which ought to be promptly restored to 
the public domain. Examining Commis- 
sioners are appointed only for land grant 
roads. The Southern Pacific is not a Jand 
grant road, although it desires to become 
one, and to appoint Commissioners would be 
to admit that the road is entitled to the 
Japsed and forfeited grant of which it 
is trying to get possession. Congress 
will undoybtedly restore the land to 
the settler, if the pending questions 
shall be reserved for legislation. In the 
coming three months, however, the agents 
of the Southern Pacific will strive with all 
their power to.secure executive action that 
phall forestall the action of Congress. and 


Judge Paveow and his companions are faith- 
fully serving the people by continuing their 
work. 


The members of the Navy-yard Advisory 
Board do not seem to agree as to the neces- 
sity of renewing an investigation that really 
came to an end some time ago, when the 
substanve of the board’s report to Congress 
was submitted to Secretary CHANDLER and 
approved by him. The Chairman, who is 
losing $90 a month while the board exists, 
very naturally desires to complete the for- 
mal report as soon as possible; but Mr. 
Mo.tetrt, who is drawing comfortable daily 
pay, thinks that he ought to look at three of 
the yards once more. The recommenda- 
tions having already been made and ap- 
proved, it is difficult to see why the comple- 
tion of the work should be delayed because 
the civilian member is unwilling to re- 
linquish his per diem allowance. 


It is not impossible that before these lines 
reach the eyesof our readers the ramshackle 
tenement No. 79 Washington-street may 
have tumbled to the ground and crushed one 
or more of its occupants. If any such dis- 
aster happens it is to be hoped that the amia- 
ble policeman who is stationed to warn pass- 
ers-by of the peril from the bulging walls 
will escape unharmed. He feebly repre- 
sents the administrative capacity of our so- 
called Government, but his powers are only 
those of a danger signal. He cannot drive 
out the tenants; he cannot stop the traffic of 
the street; the powerful department to which 
he belongs cannot order the house pulled 
down. Somewhere in the dusty arsenal of 
the Supreme Court there is said to be slum- 
bering the authority to do this, and if the 
elements and the attraction of gravitation 
will kindly await the “law's delay” all may 
yet go well. 


An instance of the happy-go-lucky way 
in which many of our City Governments 
conduct their relations with the grantees of 
local franchises is affordedin Chicago, Five 
‘years ago an ordinance was passed imposing 
a license fee of $50 per year on each horse 
car used in the city. After fighting this tax 
ever since, the car companies now consent 
to pay it in the future on the city accepting 
one-half the amount of back dues. The dif- 
ference between $125 a car and the cost of 
law, which the companies probably get by 
the year at wholesale rates, represents the 
net profit of fighting the city of Chicago in 
thé courts. On this showing, litigation is a 
very paying branch of a horse railroad’s 
business. 


Mr. Ricnarp O’SsaauGeunessy, who has 
lately resigned his seat in Parliament, has 
done himself credit by declaring, in a vale- 
dictory address to his constituents, his belief 
that the English people desire to do justice 
to Ireland. The present Ministry have cer- 
tainly shown their desire to redress Irish 
grievances, even at the cost of doing injustice 
to Irish landholders. An Irish member 
of Parliament who has the grace to 
recognize that intention is certainly a better, 
if not a more accurate, representative of the 
Irish people than an Irish member of Par- 
liczment who shows that what he desires is 
not justice, but a grievance, and who makes 
a point of insulting and defying the Govern- 
ment, no matter what it does, in order to 
keep alive a hatred to which he owes his 
own position. So long as the Irish repre- 
sentatives display this spirit it is hopeless 
for the English Government to attempt to 
placate them. a 


THE INVESTIGATION MANIA. 


The Select Committee on Education and 
Labor is getting to be a permanent feature 


of our Government. As yet its reappear- 


ance is a little irregular, but it is sure to 
come. The committee ranks in usefulness 
somewhere between the Agricultural Bu- 
reau and the arctic exploring expeditions. 
The scope of its achievements is about as 
contracted as the former, and their net re- 
sult is not much more valuable than that of 
the latter. Beyond affording a few Sena- 
tors or Representatives a chance to sojourn 
in the unaccustomed luxury of good inns, 
and the cranks of all sorts an opportunity to 
air what they are pleased to call their views, 
the committee, with rare exceptions, does 
nothing. The exceptions occur when such 
plausible managers of corporations as Dr. 
Norvin GREEN or such wily rascals as Mr. 
Jay GouLp are afforded time to tell what 
they choose to tell about the abuses of cor- 
porate affairs. 

The trouble with the existing committee 
is that it seems to have no desire and cer- 
tainly has nocapacity to conduct an investi- 
gation. Its members, or those of them who 
spare time to attend its sessions, apparently 
approach the subject of their so-called in- 
quiry in a state of worse than child-like 
ignorance as to what is realiy known, or 
what it would be an advantage to the coun- 
try to find out. If they were the forerun- 
ners of the New-Zealander on London 
Bridge, called to survey the condition of our 
society, they could not show a more com- 
plete want of what is common know!- 
edge to intelligent observers of this age 
and time, and we hardly think the 
New-Zealander himself would be more 
at a loss how to take up the search for in- 
formation. But if the committee were 
made up of trained statesmen and publicists, 
instead of being composed of uncurious 
rural politicians, its members wofld not ac- 
complish much, because they have no defi- 
nite object in view and no distinct responsi- 
bility for their methods of action. If, on 
the reassembling of the Senate, they were to 
draw their expenses, consign their stenog- 
raphers’ notes to the waste-heap, and resume 
their peaceful visits to the Senate Chamber 
without bothering themselves to make a re- 
port, they would never be called to serious 
account. No one would miss their report, 
which, when it shall be made, will lead to 
nothing except, possibly, some campaign 
speeches, printed and circulated at public 
expense. If it were possible for the good- 
natured American people to get tired or 
angry over relatively small abuses, they cer- 
tainly would become so over this endless 
succession of investigations that do not in- 
vestigate. 

The only slight modicum of good that 
comes from these inquiries is the publication 
in the daily press of the more salient points 
of the ‘‘ testimony” given before the com- 
mittees. These attract some attention, and 
provoke some thinking and more discussion. 
It is through these reports that the - repre- 


‘sentatives, real or preten 


classes in the community get their ideas be- 
fore the public so that they can be judged. 
Asa rule the public is profoundly indiffer- 
ent to them, and very justly so, but it does 
no harm to know what is proposed by such 
men as Mr. Gzorer or Mr. Buissert or Mr. 
Swinton. They seem to have come nearer 
to thinking out the problem of the re- 
lations of labor and capital, of which 
we hear so much, than most of 
those who talk about it. The chief advan- 
tage the formulation of their notions has is 
that it gives the sober, sensible working men, 
who are by far the most numerous, a chance 
to see what would be likely to happen if 
these dreamers and mountebanks had an 
opportunity to put their ‘ principles’ in 
practice. Most of the gentlemen of the 
stripe to which we have referred have as the 
basis of their rather vague recommendations 
the assumption that the Government 
is a sort of supernatural being which 
could do everything if it only under- 
took. It could give us cheap and uni- 
form railway service, and an equitable 
distribution of the land anda good educa- 
tion for all our children and living wages 
for us who work, and, in a word, could 
make every one rich and happy without 
injustice or suffering in the process. They 
forget that, in fact, the Government is a 
certain number of executive and legislative 
agents, chosen carelessly, possessed of less 
than the average sense, honesty, and capac- 
ity, frequently changed and utterly unfit to 
devise or carry out any complex scheme. 
They forget that this Government is simply 
a clumsy contrivance, with which, for want 
of a better, the people manage to get a small 
part of their interests attended to in an in- 
different way, but that if a retail grocery or 
a village tin shop were run by the same 
methods it would close in three months. 


Doubtless the machinery of the public ser- 
vice can be, and is being, improved, and it 
can gradually do more and do it better 
than it does now, but. the men who would 
intrust it with the regulation of the rates of 
wages and the hours of work, of the distri- 
bution of profits and the tenure of land, of 
all education, and of the sanitary interests 
of the community show a lamentable want 
of appreciation of the relation of means to 
ends. 


JUDGE FIELD'S BID. 

The Presidential insect is buzzing again 
under the hat of the Hon. Sternen J. 
Frevp, Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, who has already 
blown one gentle blast out of his trumpet. 
No one would blow itfor him. For months 
he has been forced to hear the praises of 
McDonabD, the “‘ old ticket,’” Hotman, and 
other Democrats of more or less eminence, 
but never has the name of Frexp fallen upon 
his longing ear. From his lofty and se- 
cluded station on the Supreme Bench he 
has eagerly scanned the country from ocean 
to ocean and from the lakes to the gulf for 
some sign of a popular demand for Frerp. 
But no sign has gladdened hiseye. ‘Can 
it be,” he has cried, ‘* that they have for- 
gotten me? I must remind them that I still 
live and still long to move from Capito) Hill 
to the White Fouse. I will write a letter to 
a friend.” 

Judge Fre.p has written the letter, and 
by some strange accident it has been pub- 
lished. In it he tells his friend, a gentle- 
man of Virginia, many things which that 
gentleman already knew. ‘You know,” 
he says, “‘that my candidacy in 1880 was 
not of my own seeking,’’ and in setting 
forth the articles of his political creed he 
prefaces each statement by the assertion 
that the Virginia gentleman already knows 
what he is about to say. Some captious 
persons may ask why a lesrned Judge 
should undertake to tell a friend what, as 
he admits, that friend knows so well. It is 
very plain, of course, that the letter is a bid 
for delegates’ votes instead of a piece of pri- 
vate correspondence. 

Judge FreLp remembers that nearly all of 
the 65 votes that were cast for him at Cin- 
cinnati came from the South, and there- 
fore he tells his intelligent friend how he 
longs to do something for that part of the 
country. He would have a system of levees 
along the banks of the Mississippi, ‘‘ built in 
such a form that they would last for ages.’’ 
He would treat the Southern States ‘‘on 
terms of equality,’’ and lead the Southern 
people to feel ‘‘that they are a part and 
parcel of the Nation.”” He would call 
Southern men into the national coun- 
cils, and give them an equal share of 
national ‘‘emoluments.’’ He would ad- 
vocate a return of the ‘‘unjust cotton 
tax.”” He would do all sorts of things to 
bring about a ‘‘reconciliation’’ and to 
make the North and the South ‘one peo- 
ple The tone of his letter leads one to 
suppose that he regards the North and the 
South as still warring against each other 
and in sore need of a peacemaker. He also 
advocates a reorganization of the judicial 
system of the Nation, and touches upon the 
tariff. ‘‘ You know also,’’ he writes to his 
knowing friend, “‘that while favoring a 
careful revision of our tariff, I would not at 
once make such changes in it as would de- 
range and disturb the business of the 
country; that while a tariff should have for 
its main purpose the raising of revenue, in- 
cidental protection may be given to our 
industries. ”’ 

This is the Judge’s platform, which his 
friend has, with admirable indiscretion, 
given to the public. By this he fondly 
hopes to awaken in the minds of Southern 
politicians the slumbering memories of his 
band-wagon canvass at Cincinnati three 
years ago. And in the course of time this 
unwilling candidate will have the old 
biographies with which he filled the pages 
of Cincinnati newspapers during the sessions 
of that memorable convention rewritten and 
brought down to date, the faded posters on 
which his rare qualities were blazoned forth 
will be retouched, the same old bands will 
be hired, and the same blundering agents 
will be employed to make him ridiculous. 

It is a melancholy spectacle. A Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States 
who has held this high judicial office for 
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| representative men into my Cabinet; your 


share of the ‘emoluments’ shall be equal to 
that of the North, and I will strive to put 
back in your hands nearly $70,000,000 of 
cotton taxes.’’ Is not this man trying to 
‘‘drive a bargain’’ for the highest office in 
the Nation? The people of the United 
States cannot regard with pleasure and 
satisfaction this proof that a Judge who 
sits in their highest court has been unable to 
fling away political ambition or to avoid 
the expedients of the most unscrupulous of- 
fice-seeker. 


THE ACQUITTAL OF JAMES. 


There is no need to say that the acquittal 
of Franx James is a miscarriage of justice. 
The man has been for years a professional 
criminal, and nobody in Missouri, not even 
the men who acquitted him, can doubt that 
he has been guilty of robbery and of mur- 
der. The reports have not and could not 
have been so full as to enable a person at 
a distance to judge whether the evidence 
left room for the reasonable doubt of 
the prisoner’s guilt which the law requires. 
But it appears, from the account of the 
closing scenes of the trial, that the evidence 
had very little to do with the verdict. The 
verdict was not a judgment upon the evi- 
dence but an expression of ‘‘ popular 
sympathy.”” And it is confidently predicted 
that although James is urgently ‘‘ wanted’’ 
for several crifnes besides the one of which 
he has just been acquitted, the feeling of the 
Missouri public in his favor will prevent 
the infliction of any punishment upon him 
for any of his offenses. 


This state of facts is a good deal more se- 
rious than all the crimes of the James 
brothers. Those might have been com- 
mitted in any thinly settled country by a 
gang of bold banditti, and it would 
be no reproach to the community either 
that they were committed or that the 
criminals enjoyed a long immunity. 
But that, after the criminals have 
been caught and indicted and arraigned, 
the prosecution should fail for lack of evi- 
dence is a scandal to the administration of 
justice, while that they should be set at 
liberty by “‘ popular sympathy’’ is a scandal 
to the whole community from which the 
jurors were drawn and which it is to be 
presumed that they represented. It is 
as unaccountable as it is scandalous. 
It is inconceivable that in any com- 
munity, civilized or. barbarous, the 
people who live by plundering the 
rest should be in the majority, or even in a 
minority large enough to be considerable. 
The jury which has acquitted James must be 
composed of men who get their living by 
honest industry, and to whom it is as im- 
portant as it is to anybody else that they 
should not be plundered of the fruits of 
their labor by robbery. And yet they ac- 
quitted James. Such an exhibition of the 
sympathy of the lambs with the wolf was 
seldom seen before. 


The ‘‘sympathy’’ with Jamms seems some- 
how to be connected with an antipathy to 
the regular course of the law. For Jamgs has 
not made himself more popular by a career 
of crime than the Governor of Missouri by 
procuring his brother, an outlaw of the 
same stamp, to be shot through the head 
by another outlaw in an entirely off-hand 
and informal manner. The same sym- 
pathy which led a Missouri jury to 
acquit Frank JAmEs, when he was 
brought to a formal trial, would doubtless 
lead another Missouri jury to acquit any 
Missourian who should take upon him- 
self the execution of wild justice upon 
James. Gov. CRITTENDEN, therefore, has 
another opportunity at once to vindi- 
cate law and order and to endear 
himself anew to his constituents by 
hiring a msn to remove the surviving 
James. The trouble with this method is 
that for every murderer you punish you 
have to create a new and unpunishable mur- 
derer. But this trifling difficulty might be 
obviated if the Forp boys, who have al- 
ready imbrued their hands semi-officially in 
gore, were regularly appointed murderers to 
his Excellency the Governor of Missouri, 


A BEQUEST IN DISPUTE. 


Prof. WILLARD Fisxe’s attempt to annul 
the will of his deceased wife, by which Cor- 
nell University was to receive specific be- 
quests amounting to $290,000, and as residu- 
ary legatee rather more than $1,000,000 
besides, raises a question which will 
not only puzzle the lawyers but will 
be the cause of some _ uneasiness 
to the Trustees of other colleges 
in this country. Prof. Fiske makes the 
point that the charter of Cornell Universi- 
ty does not permit it to hold property in ex- 
cess of $8,000,000. In his reply to this, the 
Executor of the will embodies a copy of an 
agreement of a kind not infrequently made, 
perhaps, but certainly very rarely published 
—an ante-marital agreement on the part of 
Prof. Fiske in which he binds himself to 
leave his wife free to dispose of her proper- 
ty after marriage ‘‘to as perfect and com- 
plete an extent as if she had remained single 
and unmarried.”

He attempts to show 
further that the act of 1882 amending the 
charter and authorizing the university to 
take.and hold such property ‘‘as has been 
or may hereafter be’’ given it can have no 
retroactive effect, though it was designed to 
cover this very bequest. 

But if this specific bequest to Cornell 
University be void, who shall have the 
money? This seems to be a case where- 
in the devise is void from the be- 
ginning, owing to the incapacity of the 
legatee. In such cases the residuary 
legatee is sometimes the recipient of the bez 
quest if the clause referring to him is broad 
enough to permit such a construction of 
the will. But the university itself is here 
the residuary legatee, which further com- 
plicates the case. If the university is 
unable to profit by the specific bequest, it 
will doubtless be held that it is wholly de-

very narrow one, especially in the case of 
the older colleges. Threats of suits for the 
annulment of bequests on this ground have 
sometimes been made, but we do not re- 
member that the issue has ever been di- 
rectly joined previous to the filing of Prof. 
Fiskz’s petition. 
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THE CHINESH IN ANNAM. 


The news about the situation on the bor- 
der of Tonquin is contradictory ‘in form 
rather than in fact. It was reported that a 
large body of Chinese had crossed the front- 
ier into the richest Province of Annam. The 
next day this was “‘ not confirmed,’ and yes- 
terday Cuane Suv Srna, the Viceroy, denied 
positively that any orders had been issued by 
any Chinese General for such an opening of 
hostilities. 


There is, however, no reason to doubt 
that large numbers of Chinese deserters, 
men and officers, have reinforced the Black 
Flag army. The desertions of Russians to 
the aid of Servia is a precedent which the 
Marquis TszNG so long ago as June de- 
_clared would be followed. Such a linger- 
ing war he thought would be easier for 
China and more annoying to France than a 
short, sharp campaign. Thus China at- 
tains the advantages of war in defense of 
her feudatory without the odium of open- 
ing hostilities. Her diplomatic course has 
been singularly frank, shrewd, and consist- 
ent, and France appears to very poor ad- 
vantage by contrast. 


There is this further anomaly in the situ- 
ation. Usually a nation about to go to war 
is anxious regarding its commerce. But 
probably nothing would please China more 
than that France should blockade and bom- 
bard the treaty ports. In that event China 
relies upon the interference of nations trad- 
ing with those ports. Accordingly, the in- 
dications are that China will seek to avoid 
any quick settlement, and will not be anx- 
ious to protect her commerce. If France 
assails it she may awake other enemies. The 
situation is an awkward one for the extrac- 
tion from it of ‘la gloire’”’ in profitable 
quantities, 


THE FALL OF THE TEMPLE. 


It is painful to learn that five of the 
Knights of the Temple have been attacked, 
overpowered, and robbed by two painim 
Turks, or footpads to that effect, in Califor- 
nia. Truly this is humiliating, and in addi- 
tion to draping the Beauseant in crape, the 
Grand Master of the order should require 
the defeated Knights to do penance in thick 
ulsters, by making a pilgrimage in a Third- 
avenue surface car to Yorkville or some 
other sacred shrine of Gambrinus. 


It appears that the Knights, among whom 
were two Grand Commanders, who had no 
doubt fought lance in rest in the Holy Land, 
or, at all events, in Jones’s Wood, were 
driving in a stage coach, when they were 
beset, surrounded, and, metaphorically, 
hewed down by two masked infidels with 
shot-guns. The Knights made no attempt 
at resistance. This was not due to coward- 
ice, but to the fact that their cocked hats 
and uniform coats were in their trunks and 
their flasks were nearly empty. In those 
circumstances they could not be distin- 
guished by the enemy from ordinary 
citizens, and they naturally did not 
care to infuriate their adversaries 
by ipforming them that they be- 
longed to the Order of the Temple. When 
the stage was halted one of the Knights said 
to his companions: ‘‘ Brothers in arms, we 
will draw our swords, and by’r Lady we 
will hew these painim dogs in pieces;”’ but 
a more cautious Knight replied: ‘Oh, give 
us arest; you know we hired our swords 
and left them in ’Frisco,’’ and still another 
and equally cautious Knight added: ‘‘ By my 
halidom, I would not that we should monkey 
with swords or other weapons. Let’s sit 
quiet while these fellows go through us, and 
mayhap they will spare our lives.’’ These 
wise counsels prevailed, and the Knights, 
stripped of their pocket-books, their dia- 
mond breastpins, and their free railroad 
passes, were suffered to pursue their way, 
while the followers of MouamMED got them 
to their fastnesses and divided the spoil. 


The importance of this sad event lies in 
the fact that it will shake the popular faith 
in the invincibility of the Templars. Hither- 
to men have said no nation dare attack us, 
for the Templars would fall upon the foe 
and deliver us, but now thatit has been 
discovered that two men in masks can rob 
five Knights, it is evidence that the Order 
of the Temple is no longer invincible, and 
that we can no longer rely upon it for our 
defense. 


The unveiling of the statue of LAFAYETTE 
at Le Puy, France, yesterday, was very prop- 
erly attended by the Minister of the United 
States, who expressed the admiration of his 
pre sal for LaFaYETTE, and the sympa- 
thy between the two great republics.

LAFAYETTE, Who was as ardent a lover of 
France as he was of liberty, was doomed to 
pass years of his life in foreign prisons and 
to encounter much calumny and odium in

themselves. But a free people must always ex- 
pect and be ready to pay the price of their pros- 
perity and the promotion of their rights in hon- 
esty and vigilance.” 

A granite monument 17 feet in height has 
been placed over the remains of the late venera_ 
bile Loviek Pierce, D. D., in the eemetery in Co- 
lumbus, Ga. He died Nov. 9, 1879, at the age of 94 
years 7 months. The inscription on one face of 
the monument reads: “A good man, a great 
preacher; he lived not unto himself, but unto Him 
who is the resurrection and the life.” The shaft 
was erected by subscriptions by his friends 
throughout the State. 


The Missouri Free Trade League, of which 
ex-Gov. John S. Phelps is President, has issued a eall 
for a non-partisan conference in St. Louis on Tues- 
day, Oct. 2, of all, and especially those of the 
West, who are opposed toa protective tariff and 
who favor a genuine reform of the revenue laws.

YELLOW FEVER IN THE SOUT. 

WasHineton, Sept. 6.—Dispatches from 
Pensacola to the Navy Department report that 
there are no new cases of yellow fever among the 
naval forces, but that Private Henifan had died in 
the hospital. Commodore English telegraphed to 
Pensseola that it would be impossible for the 
marines who are now encamped near Pensacola to 
be moved North at present, but instructing him to 
move the camp toa point further removed from 
the infected district, if the quarantine authorities 
would permit it. He authorized him to inquire if 
the marines would be allowed to pass through the 
Gulf States in case it should be decided to move 
them North. There has not been a case of yellow 
fever among the marines since they went ixto 


camp. 
The Surgeon-General of the Marine Hospital Ser- 


vice recelyed a dispatch this afternoon from the 


President of the Board of Health at Pensaeola, 
Fla., stating that the house-to-house inspection 
there had been discontinued, and reporting that 
the fever was getting worse at the navy-yard, 
there having been six deaths within the last 24 
hours. He stated also that he was improving the 
cordon around the navy yard wherever he could. 

Senator Gorman, of Maryland, and a eommittee 
of the Board of Trade of Baltimore visited the 
office of the Surgeon-General of the Marine Hos- 
pital Service this morning to ask that ves- 
sels bound for Baltimore be allowed to pass the 
quarantine at the capes and be quarantined at 
Swan's Point, 20 miles below Baltimore. Dr. Ham- 
{lton told them thas the quarantine at the capes 
had been established at the request of the muni- 
eipal authorities of Baltimore, and that ifthe latter 
approved the request of this delegation he would 
lay the watter before the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, otherwise he declined to have anything te do 
with making a change. 

New-ORLEANS, La., Sept. 6.—The State 
Board of Health to-night, considering the abso- 
lutely healthy condition of the eity, and that there 
was now no danger of the introduction of epidemic 
disease from any quarter, decided to request the 
Governor to rescind his executive order of 
non-intercourse with tropical ports to take effect 
on Sept. 15. Toe British steamer Statesman and 
American steamer sidbury were allowed to come 
up. The Board of Health. in view of the fact that 
there were 1,162 deaths from small-pox in this city 
since Jan. 1, have decided to employ a corps of 
physicians to make a house-to-house tour of vac- 
cination within the next 60 days.

FREDERICK LAUER. 

Frederick Lauer, well known as one of the 
most prominent and largest beer-brewers in the 
country, died at his residence, in Reading, Penn., 
at midnight on Wednesday, age 72. Mr. Lauer 
was somewhat of a publicist and agitator on the 
temperance question, having issued a pamphlet 
only a few weeks ago maintaining that probibition 
was not taught in the Scriptures.

duly, 1880. She died at Ithaca on Sept. 80, 1881, leav- 
jog the petitioner surviving, but no children, 
father, or mother. The said deceased left a will, 
which was duly admitted to probate by the Surro- 
gate of Tompkins County on the 15th of October, 
1881. Douglass Boardman, of Ithaca, was named 
eole Executor. He duly qualified and entered upon 
his duties immediately, and has since acted, and is 
now acting. assuch Executor. And the petitioner 
‘preys leave to refer such will, and makes the same 
& part of this petition, with like effect as though 
the same was fully set forth therein. 

By the terms of said will divers legacies were 
given to different persons, amounting to $1,084,000, 
among which wasa legacy to the petitioner of 
300.000; aiso divers specific legacies to various 
benevolent, charitable, iiterary, religious, and mis- 
sionary societies, amounting to $435,000, among 
which were the following to Corneli University: 
$40,000 for a hospital, $50,009 for a McGraw buiid- 
ing, $200,000 for a library fund, and the said uni- 
versity was made sole residnary legatee. 

The greater portion of the estate was, in fact, 
personal property, and by reason of iustractions in 
the wil! directing the Executor to convert the 
whole estate into money and distribute the same 
in that form, the petitioner is advised that the en- 
tire estate is to be regarded in law as personal es- 
tate and treated assuch. The Executor has pro- 
ceeded in the administration of the estate, and has 
paid to the petitioner the specific legacy 

ven him by the wiil, except a balance of 
ew 88. which was awaiting the amicable ad- 
justment of other matters, and has paid nearly all 
the other specific legacies contained in the will. 
On Oct. 27, 1882. the petitioner was served with a 
citation from the Surrogate’s Court of Tompkins 
County to attend the final settlement of the 
accounts of the Executor on Jan. 8, 1883,’but prior 
to being served the petitioner, on account of his 
health, bad made arrangementsto be in Europe 
at the time named,and did go to Europe about 
Dec. 1, 1882. and remained there about five 
months, and was unable to be present at 
the settlement and was not represented thereat. 
At the time of the service of the citation 
the Executor well knew of petitioner's intended 
departure and avowed purpose to return about 
April 1, 1883. The petitioner states, on informa- 
tion and belief, that at the time the citation was 
issued no inventory of the estate had been filed by 
the Executor, and none was filed until the very 
day when the acceunting was to take place. at 
which time the Executor also filed an ac- 
count, or account, of his  pra- 
ceedings, an on that day an order was 
made by the Surrogate stating the account 
of the Executor, and in such substance aliowing 
the same, and deciaringfthat the heirs at iaw, next 
of kin, lezatees, and Executors of the estate had 
been paid their debts, distributive shares, and 
legacies under the will arising ont of the 
estate. or against or out. of the estate, 
of the deceased. except in the few in- 
stances therein stated. The petitioner re- 
fers to the orders so entered in the Surrogate’'s 
Court on Jan. 8 1883, and makes the same a part 
of this petition, with like effect as though set 
forth at large herein. The order further provides 
that after the payment of the expenses of admin- 
istration and the fees of the Executor, said 
Executor shall pay the residue of the estate, as 
fast as realized or in such form of securities as may 
be upon between him and Cornell Univer- 
sity, to said Cornel] University, and the order fur- 
ther provides that the Executor be released and 
discharged from further liability, claim, ordemand 
on account of the estate or under the will, except 
a few matters specifically excepted, relating to 
pertain smali legacies, or portions thereof, unpaid, 
and except as to assets remaining or coming into 
nis hands and still undistributed and unadminis- 


‘ered. 

The petitioner shows that the value of the estate 
of the deceased at the time of ber death exceeded 
$2,500,000, as the petitioner states upon informa- 
tion and belief; that the inventory of the said 
patate filed made the value of the personal estate 
61,741,990 58 only. but the petitioner alleges that 
such inventory was crossly inaccurate and greatly 
underestimated the value of the personal estate: 
that the account filed by the Executor on the final 
gettiement itself shows that the Executor has al- 
ready received as the proceeds of the personalty 

067.683 83, and how much more will be realized 
ereafter is not stated, and that the inventory pur- 
ports to be made by two of the legatees under the 
will, who acted as appraisers of said estate. The 
petitioner further shows that ‘the Cornell Uni- 
versity, a literary and scientific corporation, was 
created by chapter 585 of the Laws of 1865, to 
which the petitioner refers. By the terms of said 
act the university eo created was authorized to 
bold real and personal property to an amount not 
exceeding $8,000,000 and no more. The petitioner 
farther shows that at the date of the death of 
the deceased and prebate of the will the universi- 
ty already held real and persomal property to an 
smount exceeding $3,000,000, to wit, at least to the 
amount of $4,000,000. Hence the university was 
jegaliy incapable of taking anything farther under 
the will, and that he is advised that, as 
husband of the deceased. he é and is 
legally entitled to that portion of the estate 
which is incapable of being taken or heid by the 
ey. The petitioner further alleges, upon 
information and belief, that, with the knowledge 
and upon the advice and approval of the Execu- 
tor, and for the avowed purpose of enabling the 
aniversity to reeelve the bequests aforesaid, and to 
\egalize, if possible, the hoidingthereof by the uni- 
versity, the university surreptitioasly procured 
the age by the Legislature of the State at the 
session of 1882 0f an act amending the charter of 
the university, removing all restrictions as to the 
amount of property which may be held by the uni- 
versity, and permitting the same to take and hold 
such property, realand personal, “ as has been or 
may hereafter be given said corporation by gift, 
grant, devise. or bequest, in trust or otherwise.” But 
the petitioner is advised and alleges the fact to be 
that the act can have no retroactive effect, and is 
inoperative and ineffectual to enable said univer- 
sity to receive or held anything under the will of 
the deceased, and that it cannot disturb or preju- 
dice any of the petitioner's rights which had be- 
come vested at the time of the passage thereof. 

The petitioner shows that by chapter 360 of the 
Laws of 1860 it is provided that no person having a 
hasband, wife. child, or parent shall by last will 
and testament devise or bequeath to a benevolent, 
eharitable, literary, scientific, religious, or mis- 
sionary society, association, or corporation trust or 
otherwise more than one-half of their estate 
after the payment of their debts, and such de- 
vise or bequest “shall be valid to the extent 
of one-half and no more. The petitioner further 
shows that the debts against the estate of the de- 
ceased, as appears from the accounts of said Ex- 
ecutor, as filed, only amount to the sum ot 
$2,647 44, or thereabout, and the university 
being the residuary iegatee, aud the whole 
of said estate being of the amount here- 
iInbefore mentioned, it follows that more 
than one-half of seia estate was bequeathed to 
benevolent, charitable, literary, scientific, relig- 
ious, or missionary soeieties, associations or cor- 
porations after the payments of the depts afore- 
said, including the specific bequests to such institu- 
tions. By reason thereof such beauests were valid 
only to the extent of one-half of the whole estate, 
and the petitioner became and is entitled to the 
excess after the payment of the specific legacies to 
persons and the paymeut of half of the whole es- 
tate to the societies, associations, or corporations. 
The petitioner furtber states that until the latter 
part of last month he was unaware of the prov!- 

sions of chapter 360 of the Laws of 1860, restricting 
the amount of property a testator can bequeath to 

a literary or scientific corporation, or the provi- 

sions of the charter of Cornell University, limiting 

the amountof property which could be held by it 
legally to the sum of $8,000.000, and was unaware 
of the effect of such restrictions upon his rigbts 
end interests in the estate of his deceased wife: 
that your petitioner is a layman, unfamiliar and 
goacquainted with the law, and until recently has 
been a Professor of Languages in said university, 
and that the said Executor is himself a lawyer and 
friend of = legal adviser of said deceased 

Guring her life-time, as well as of the pe- 

titioner since his marriage, and since the 

feath of the deceased has acted as the 
legal adviser of petitioner so faras said estate is 
soncerned, the petitioner having had no other aa- 

viser gulil last monte. Your petitioner having im- 

plicit confidence in the integrity and legal ability 

pf said Exeentor, who, as before stated. is a lawyer 


and Judge of the Court, frequently 
sulted bita. im aefecenes to” the corate 

as to petitioner's right in said estate 
under the will aforesaid, and the petitioner was 
advised the Executor upon several occasions 
that all his interest in said estate and ali he was 
entitled to or could legally receive therefrom or 
under the wiil was the legacy of $500,000 given him 
by said will, and the petitioner believed such in- 
— and relied upon such advice until last 
month. 

The petitioner states upon information and be- 
lief, and in such form charges the fact to be, that 
the Executor, from his Sndoubdted knowledge of 
law and his long experience in the management of 
estates, well knew the existence of chapter 360 
of the Lawsj of 1860; that the Executor was 
also one of the Executors of the estate of 
John McGraw. deceased, who was the father of 
the petitioner's wife, and from whom and under 
whose will she derived all of her estates except 
the sum of $100,000 or thereabouts, and was entire- 
ly familiar with the sitaation, value, and extent of 
the two estates, and must have known that 
the estate of the petitioner's wife amounted 
to $2,500,000 or thereabouts, and _ that 
by the terms and effect of said will 
she had bequeathed a large amount in 
excess of one-half thereof after the payment of 
debts to said university and other institutions 
mentioned in the act of 1860; and said Executor 
was for many years a Trustee of said university 
and an active member of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Board of Trustees and prominent in 
its financial management. He wel) knew that at 
the death of Jennie McGraw Fiske the univer- 
sity already had real and personal property 
in excess of $3,000,000 and was legally incapacitated 
from taking other property or bequests, and the 
petitioner states that the Executor, being greatly 
interested in the prosperity and welfare of said unt- 
versity and desirous of aiding it in every possi- 
ble manner, neglected and omitted to inform 
the petitioner of the existence of the stat- 
utes aforesaid and of the value of the 
estate, or of any of the facts aforesaid of which be 
was aware, and did not accurately inform the 
petitioner of his legal rights and interest in the 
estate, but, with a view of allowing the university 
to keep all of the aforesaid bequests to it, con- 
cealed or withheld such facts and information 
from the petitioner and gave the advice herein- 
before stated, and that thereby the petitioner was 
deceived, misled, and prejadiced. 


The petitioner further shows that during the lat- 
ter part of last month he had occasion to consult 
counsel in reference to questions under the will 
and outside of it, having relation to the late resi- 
dence of the deceased, built by her in her 
lifetime, and thereupon such consultation 
casually led to an investigatian into the 
matters relating to said estate as to the extent, 
amount, and disposition thereof, and _ the proceed- 
ings of the Executor under said will; and there- 
upon the petitioner, after investigating, for the first 
time learned and was informed by counsel of the 
terms of chapter 360 of the Laws of 1860, 
andof the restrictions aforesaid contained 
in the charter of the university, as 
hereinbefore stated, and of petitioner's rights and 
interests in the estate under the facts and circum- 
stances as hereinbefore detailed. Thereupon the 
petitioner retained counsel and directed that Es; 
ceedings be immediately begun to open the final 
settlement aforesaid, and the order or decree 
made thereat in order that your petitioner's 
rights might be established and protected; 
that as appears from the Executor's account pre- 
sented at such settlement aforesaid the Executor 
has already paid to said uriveérsity from the estate 
of the deceased on account of the provisions of 
the will in its behalf the sum of $776,358. and pr »- 
poses to pav over the balance of the estate to it 
as soon as he can do so reasonably, regardless 
of the extent or amount thereof; that the account 
of said Executor or any of his proceedings under 
the will fail to disclose the amount or extent of 
the balance of the estate which he claims should 
be paid over tothe university; nor does he make 
an estimate thereof. 

The petitioner further states that as to the ma- 
terial facts stated in this petition, especially with 
reference to the amount and value of said estate 
and the value of the property of Cornell Uni- 
versity at the time of the death of said 
deceased, the petitioner can furnish evidence 
in support thereof and satisfactorily establish 
all the facts stated herein, and will 
ask to be allowed the privilece so to do before the 
final disposition of this petition. Wherefore the 
petitioner prays that the order or decree aforesaid 
made on the final settlement aforesaid be opened, 
vacated, and set aside; that your petitioner 
may be permitted to appear and heard 
on such settlement in reference to the order 
or decree to be made thereon, with like effect as 
thongh he had appeared on Jan. §, 1883, and that it 
may be adjudged and decreed that the peti- 
tioner is entitled to that portion of the es- 
tate of the deceased which cannot be held 
or taken by Cornell University on account 
of limitation or restrict‘ons contained in its 
charter, and that if for any reason the last men- 
tioned relief be not granted, it be decreed and ad- 
judgea that the petitioner is entitled to the surplus 
of said estate, after first aeducting the debts there- 
of, and after payment of the specific bequests 
to persons, and after payment of one-half 
of the whole estate to the corporations and socie- 
ties named in the will, they being of the class men- 
tioned in the act of 1860 aforesaid. The petitioner 
further prays that the value of the estate of said 
deceased at the time of her death be aseer- 
tained, determined, and declared, and that the 
said Exeeutor be required to make and file a re- 

ort as.to the situation, extent. and value of the 
alance of said estate now in his hands, that 
the value thereof may be ascertained and de- 
elared. Your petitioner furtner prays that he 
may have such further orders, decrees, or 
relief in the premises as may be proper under the 
circumstances disclosed and the facts stated in the 
foregoing petition, and if any material facts stated 
in this petition shall be seriously disputed the veti- 
tioner. will ask leave to furnish oral and written 
evidence in support of this petition before the final 
disposition thereof.

Upon the reading and filing of the above petition 
the Surrogate, on July 20, 1888, ordered that Dong- 
las Boardman, the Executor, and also Cornell 
University, show cause before the Svrrogate, at 
Itbaca, on Sept. 6, 1883, why the prayer of the 
petitioner shuuld not be granted. He further 
ordered that a copy of the petition and of 
this order be served on the Executor and also 
ou Andrew D. White or Henry W. Sage, who 
appeared for the university on the settle- 
ment, at least eight days before Sept. 
6. He farther ordered that untilthe hearing and 
determination of the petition the Executor of the 
estate was not to pay or to pass over to Cornell 
University any moueys, securities, or property of 
the estate or dispose or interfere therewith in any 
manner except for presentation. 

Douglas Boardman, of Ithaca, deposes that he is 
the executor of the last will and testament of 
Jennie MoGraw Fiske. He further says that the 
marriage of Willard Fiske and Jennie MeGraw 
took plaee at Berlin, Germany, on July 14, 1880; 
that said Jennie McGraw was there, and for a 
year prior thereto had been sick and diseased in 
her lungs, and had been gradually failing uncera 
severe cough and occasional instances of 
bleeding at the lungs; that at the time 
of said marriage it was not believed she could 
long survive; she, in fact, died in less than 15 
months thereafter. Shortly prior to the marriage 
William Fiske executed and delivered to Jen- 
nie McGraw an instrument by the terms 
of which she was given complete con- 
trol of all her property, the same as though she 
was unmarried. Deponent further says that im- 
mediately, after the marriage ceremcny the will 
now admitted to probate, in the personal 
handwriting of the testatrix, was executed. 
Deponent further says that Mr and Mrs. 
Fiske remeined abroad until about Sept. 6, 1581, 
when they arrived frem Europe, the testatrix 
being in a feeble and dying condition; that 
deponent never saw said Fiske or his wife 
from the day of their marriage until about 
Sept. 21 or 22, and that she died on Sept. 80, 1881. 
Deponent further says that after the death of the 
testatrix Fiske at various times said to deponent 
in substance that he was entirely satistied with the 
provision made for him by the will; that be want- 
ed his wife’s will carried out; that ber will 
and wishes were sacred to him; thathe had re- 
fused to advise with her as to the disposition 
made or to be made of the property, and that 
he had always been willing that she 
should dispose of it freely, uninfluenced by 
him. Deponent further says that Fiske, to de- 

nent’s recollection and belief, never asked if he 
fed anotber or greater interest than was given 
him by the wil, and deponent never told 
him he had no other or greater interest 
or right in the estate than was by the will given to 
him, ana deponent explicitly denies that elther be- 
fore or after the death of the testatrix he was 
the legal adviser of Willard Fiske or that he 
gave him advice in regard to his rights, 
nor did he believe that Fiske had rights 
m the estate,.except under the will, or that he 
wouid claim or enforce them if he had any, and 
deponent is advised and believes that Fiske has 
notin law rights in and to the estate of bis de- 
ceased wife, except under and by vir ue of the 
will. 

Deponent farther eays that the time for the judi- 
cial settlement herein was fixed at the earliest day 
practicable after the expiration of oue year from 
the probite of the will, and that said time 
was fixed without reference to the depart- 
ure, or intended departure, of Fiske on 
his trip to Europe. The deponent further says that 
the inventory was madein good faith by the ap- 
praisets, who had no direction to increase or di- 
minish any of the items beyond or beneath a fair 
value, nor any interest therein; that ail the 
articles of personal property were intended to be, 
and the deponent believes were, inventoried at a 
fair value; that the values were in many instances 
taken from Mr. Fiske, where he had knowledge 
of the cost, and that be aided and assisted in mak- 
ing the inventory where he had a peculiar know!- 
edge: that the making and filing of the inventory 
was delayed partly by the deijay in the arrival of 
something from Europe, but more especially 

by the absence of one of the appraisers in the West 
until about Dec. 1, 1852; that such delay was from 
no design or fixed purpose, nor were the assets or 
property of tho estate the subject of conceal- 
ment from any person having an interest in 
the estate or desiring informntion in respect 
thereto; that said inventory was fairly made 
and was ino all respects complete, except as to 
$50,000 or $75,000 worth of wearing apparel and 
other personal property of his wife's which 
Fiske, as Geponent is informed and believes, got 
possession of soon after the death of his wife and 
failed to turn over to this deponent as such Execu- 
tor, and which personal property Fiske had re- 
cently carried away to Europe, where he expects 
to reside. 


Deponent further says since the judicia) settle- 
ment of the accounts by the Surrogate of Tompkins 
County on the 8th of January, 1683, and in pursu- 
ance of the decree then made deponent bas paid 
Cornell University the sum of about $30,000 uncer 
the residuary clause in said will, aud such pay- 
ments were made before the order in this matter 
bad been served upon opponent. Deponent says 
that if Willard Fiske or his counsel believe that 
he has any right or interest whatever in the 
lezacies to Corne!l University named in hie wife's 
will. thisdeponent has no objeetions to the onen- 
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ing of said ficial settlement, so far as von- 
cerns the f and property lett in his hands un- 
admin Deponent further says that he has 
not attempted and does not assume to answer any 
ofthe allegations in said Fiske'’s petition whic 
relate to the merits of said ke’s alleged 
claim, but leaves the issue to be _ raised 
and determined when said deoree is opened, but 
he seeks simply to answer the alle excuses or 
retended reasons given by Fiske for not appear- 
at the time of the judicial settlement and thus 
protecting his rights, if he bad any.

Srr: I received your letter this morning and was 
surprised at the contents of the same, asI did not 
know that anybody knew my business but myse/f and 
the lady.

The amount you ask for I will willingly give on 
one condition, and that is that you will never bother 
mengainp. If convenient, meet me at the corner of 
Twenty-ninth-street and Sixth-avenue to-night, be- 
tween 11:30 and 12 o'clock. I have an appointment 
for this evening, and will not be able to see 3 ou before 
that hour.

This note was sent to Higgins'’s liquor store, at 
Thirtieth-street and Sixth-avenue. Detective Ser- 
geants McLaughlin and Heidelberg were de- 
tailed to arrest the fellow when he called 
for it.

MANY CASES OF WRECKS AND DAMAGE—

She reports having lost six men. 

The banker Marie Emile is reported as having 
gone down with all on board while lying at anchor 
on the Great Banks. 

The French bark Hortense is a total wreck at 
Sables d'Olonne. Her crew were saved. 

The schooners of the French banking fieet that 
were disabied on the Island of Miquelon during the 
storm Thursday, are slowly arriving. Since Sept. 
421 mo:e cases of loss of life on the. Banks have 
been reported.

She reports the loss of two dories with four of her 
crew in the storm on Sunday, Aug. 26. All the loat 
fishermen were natives of Cape Breton. 

The schooner Falcon, which has arrived from 
the Grand Banks, reports that she had her bul- 
warks and dories stove in the gale of Aug. 29. On 
Aug, 31 she sailed through wreckage, apparently 
that of a large vessel and but a short time in the 
water.

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A POOL-ROOM CASHIFR'S FLIGHT.

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THE REPUDIATED BONDS. 
A GEORGIA VIEW OF THE ATTEMPT TO GET 
MONEY FOR THEM. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 6.—Determined efforts 
are being made by the holders of Brunswick 
and Albany Railroad bonds to force Geor- 
gia to pay them, or, falling in that, 
to bring a suit against the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Leading legislators assert that in 
no event will the State ever agree to the payment, 
but a Republican ex-Governor of Georgia says that 
if the present holders were to judiciously place 
gzood quantities of these bonds in the hands of the 


right political managers in Georgia, so that agita- 
tion could be worked from the inside, objections 
to their payment would soon be removed. 

Tue Times’s representative to-day asxed Col. I. 
W. Avery. who is familiar with the history of the 
bonds, what he thought of the matter. He said: 
**I am not surprised that this turn has been taken. 
Iheard some time ago that an effort would be 
made to bring these bonds into diplomatic 
negotiation. [It is the last effort of the 
holders. ‘They realized long ago that the 
State will never pay them, and their last resort is 
to make this plausible plea to throw responsibility 
on the general Government.” 

** What do you think of the chances of saccess of 

this scheme »”’ 
_ “I don’t suppose the United States will become 
involved in negotiations with Germany for any 
such cause, and in the end you will see this well- 
arranged plot fall to the ground.” 

“Do you suppose the owners of these bonds 
rea!ly hope to make the general Government re- 
sponsibley”’ 

“‘Thave no idea that they do. The true in- 
wardness of the plan is this: The scheme is to 
be agitated through the press and talked up by 
ettorneys and speculators,so as to give these 
bonds a fictitious value, and then shrewd holders 
of them willunload. They speak of some of these 
bonds having been sold In Germany at 70 cents. 
Every device of fictitious sales anda big, sounding 
schemes will be used to boom these worthless 
securities and deceive some men with more 
money than brains into purchasing them. The 
remark in an article attributed to Mr. Stephens 
was made relative toa small lot of these bonds 
which have some spectal claim for consideration. 
As tothe mass of them, they are worthless now, 
and will remain so.” 
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A NEW-YORK THIEF IN CHICAGO.

THE SHAM MAID OF THE MIST MAKES THE 
PASSAGE.

an old barge was built upto resemble the little 
steamer which had made the passage.

In the wheel-house 
were no paddles, the pine wheel was connected 
with no rudder, the stovepipe smokestack emitted 
smoke from a cast-off stove. To-day saw perhaps 
40,000 people at the river to witness the experi- 
ment.

Ha.irax, Nova Scotia, Sept. 6.—Thesteam- 
er Canima, reported a total wreck at Newfound- 
land, sailed from Halifax on Monday evening. She 
carried 14 passengers and a large and valuable 
cargo of general merchandise. 


The Canima was a brig-rigged iron steam- 
ship of about 1,000 tons burden. She sailed for 
St. John, Newfoundland, touching at Halifax, 
every third Thursday, and left this port as usual 
on Thursday of last week. She was due at &t. 


John yesterday. Her cargo was of a miscellane- 
ous character. consisting chiefly, however, of flour, 
beef, pork, &c. Her crew consisted of about 45 
men, commanded by Capt. inet pm who has 
been In the service of the Cromwell Line a number 
of years, and has the reputation of a careful navi- 
gator, She carried passengers, and, according to 
the statements made at the company’s pier ijast 
night, had at least 15 passengers aboard when she 
left New-York. 

Tne Oanima was built in Glasgow by the engi- 
neers and iron ship builders Todd & McGregor, in 
1868, for Langiands & Co., to trade between Glasgow 
and Liverpool, and when launched was named the 
Princess Royal. She ran successfully in the trade 
for which she was constructed until near the close 
ofthe year 1870, when she was sold to Herry 
Meiggs, the South American railroad contractor, 
aod her engines were compounded. As the 
property of Mr. Meigas she was placed under 
the flag of Nicaragua and named _ the 
Juan G. Meigs, and was employed chiefly 
in carrying her owner's railroad supplies. The 
schemes of Mr. Meiggs collapsing, she was sold to 
a Mr. Shea, an English gentleman, again placed 
under the British flag, and named Canima. Wih 
Mr. Shea as owner she was employed in various 
trades, principally between Soutn American ports, 
New-Orleans, and Havana. In 1873 she was pur- 
chased by her present owners, the Quebec: Steam- 
ship Company, and placed on the trade from this 
port to Bermuda, and for seven years was 
the regular steamer in this line for that trade. 
When Congress, in the early part of 1882, was in- 
vestigating charges that certain vessels which were 
lost about that time had sailed out of the port of 
New-York underthe English flag withAmerican cer- 
tificates, and that these vessels were unseaworthy, 
the name of the Canima was brought before the fe 
lie. Inspector-General Dumont stated that in De- 
cember, 1880, N. McKay had written to him that the 
Canima, sailing under an American certificate, 
bad been condemned by the English engineers at 
Bermuda, and that these officers looked upon the 
American inspection as only a farce. It was also 
asserted that the Canima had been a blockade- 
runner. The Quebec Steam-ship Company denied 
that she had been a blockade-runner, and asserted 
that her certificate of inspection came from the 
Canadian Board of Steam-boat Inspectors. There 
was no record of a certifica‘e being given here. In 
regard to her condemnation at Bermuda, it was 
stated that it had no bearing whatever upon her 
hull, but was solely on account of her boilers. 
These were at once overhauled, repaired, and im- 

roved. She was then sent to the West Indies, 

ut after the loss of the steam-ship Cortes, in the 
Fall of 1880, was chartered by the Cromwell Line, 
and has continued to run, with but little interrup- 
tion, on the route from New-York to St. John, 
Newfoundland, by way of Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
until the present time.

PREPARING FOR THE ELECTION, 


AN ENTHUSIASTIC REPUBLICAN MASS-MEET- 


ING IN BROOKLYN. 


An enthusiastic meeting of Republicans 
and Independent citizens was held last evening in 
Music Hall, at Fulton and Flatbush avenues. Brook- 
lyn, toapprove the administration of Mayor Low 
and to arouse public attention to the necessity of 
electing the right men to office. The meeting was 
held under the auspices of the Third Ward Repub- 
lican Association, and Major B. R. Corwin pre- 
sided. In introducing the resolutions of the evening 
William Potts likened a great modern city toa great 
corporation, collecting ana distributing large sums 
of money, besides having the responsibility of ad- 
ministering justice. The character of its agents 
to whom the city’s affairs were intrusted was un- 


questionably most important. It was fortunate for 
Brooklyn that the inauguration of her new system 
of Government took place with an  Execu- 
tive who had the wisdom and _ directness 
of purpose of Mayor Low. — [Applause.] 
The resolutions called attention to the fact that 
the coming election involved the character of poth 
the executive and legislative branches of che City 
Government besides other serious questions, and 
its result was therefore of peculiar and far-reach- 
ing importance to the city of Brookiyn. It was re- 
solved that as members of the Republican Party 
they recognized that all that was honor- 
able and worthy in the party’s past rec- 
ord imposes upon them an _ obligation to 
be true pow and always to its first prin- 
ciples: to stand in the vanguard of progress: 
to support all wise measures looking to the de- 
fense of individual rights, tne education and eleva- 
tion of citizens, the purification of the public ser- 
vice, and economy of administration. It was 
further resolved that experience had conclusively 
shown that the best interests of the Citv demand- 
ed the continuance and perfection of the system 
of municipal home rule under a responsible elec- 
tive head; that the Republican Party claimed the 
right to name as candidates forthe several elec- 
tive offices to be filled the men most com- 
petent to fill them; that all those whose names 
appear upon the rolls of the several ward 
and town associations be _ called upon 
to attend the approaching primaries and see to it 
that such candidates are nominated, and for those 
candidates at the November election the suffrages 
of all good citizens were asked. The resolutions 
heartily approved the steps taken by Mayor Low 
to establish a system of appointment to subor- 
dinate offices based solely upon proved fitness, and 
pledged support tosuchasystem. The nomination 
was demanded as candidates for Aldermen at Large 
of such men as Samuel Booth, Jonathan Ogden, 
David 8S. Arnott, William H. Hazzard, Gen. C. T, 
Christensen, L. S. Burnham, Gen. Alfred C. Barnes, 
Joseph F. Knapp, Albro J. Newton, T. K. Horton, 
George H. Fisher, Albert G. Macdonald, or other 
representative citizens of high standing. ‘‘We 
make no nominations,” the resolutions said, in 
conclusion, ** but claim the privilege of voting for 
experienced men who have at heart the beet inter- 
ests of the city of Brooklyn.”’ The resolutions 
were sevonded by Augustus Maverick and adopt- 
ed, and then Major Corwin introduced Col. Anson 
8. Wood, Deputy Secretary of State, who was cor- 
dially received. 

He said the importance of the coming election 
was sufficient excuse for inaugurating the cam- 
paign early. It could not be said last night who 
the candidates would be, but those who were 
present could vote that they would sup- 
port no man for a responsible public posi- 
tion unless he had integrity and intelligence 
and some other occupation than that of 
professional politician; that they would not elect 
any man to public office that they would not trust 
in private employment. [Appiause.}] Incomne- 
tent and untrustworthy officials bad intrenched 
themselves in Office, and it might be found that 
ignorant men had gone to the Legislature as unfit 
to be legislators as Modoc chiefs to be Peace Com- 
missioners. Col. Wood referred to pot-house pol- 
iticlans who ruled primaries and could 
not spell. They were not in favor 
elvil service reform, and shouted “ Turn 
the rascais out!" until their throats were dry 
as acountry smoke-bouse. Col. Wood urged that 
rascais should undoubtedly be turned out, but 
that no distinction should be made on eccount of 
political opinions. The er’s experience in 
public life taught him that the civil service needed 
fixed tenure of office and improved methods of 
———— He did not mean permanence in 
oe . for the offices of the country were the prop- 
erty of the people. He would bave the period of 
service fixed and removals mde only for cause. 
The methods of appointment shouid be appli- 
cable to ali alike, and Col. Wood had 
no faith in a system requiring higher 
qualifications for an appointment to a 
petty clerkship than for the Legislature. He hoped 
that every voter in the City and State at the com- 
ing election would vote on strictly business princi- 
ples, and that they would select candidates as bus- 
iness men selected clerks and other employes. 
{|Appiause.] The Rev. Dr. Justin D. Fulton, after 
paying atribute of praise to President Arthur's 
Administration, said, in reference to Mayor Low, 
that when a man had done well it wars becoming 
in citizens to say so. The Mayor had wrought a 
good work, and, whether or not he was Mayor 
again, the doctor would say, “God bless him!” 
The doctor dwelt on the possibilities of develop- 
ment for Brooklyn and spoke of some reforms 
that should be inaugurated. The rum shops must 
be closed on Sunday, the streets improved, the ele- 
vated road set in operation. and the “ stupidity” 
in the bridge management remedied. There should 
be brainy men, he said, governing Brooklyn, who 
were notafraid of spending a shilling when it would 
bring back thousands.

BALTIMORE PREPARING FOR A BIG TIME 
NEXT WEEE. 


Battmmore, Sept. 6.—The third annual 
Oriole festival in this city will begin on Tuesday 
next and continue threa days. The following is 
the programme; On the first night Lord Baltimore 
will arrive on a steamer escorted and accomranied 
by a large flotilla of tugs and other vessels, the 
entire fleet being brilliantly lighted with electrio 
and calcium lights and Chinese lanterns. 
During its progress up the harbor fire- 
works will be discharged from barges sta- 


tioned along the route. On landing Lord 
Baltimore and suite will be met by a committee 
in full dress and escorted to their carriages. The 
line of march to the or Hall will be taken up by 
the military,the National Rifles,of Washington City, 
having the right, followed oF four other com- 
panies from that city, the Fifth Maryland Regi- 
ment, a colored company from Philadelphia, and 
other local companies. Next will come the mount- 
od escort of Lord Baltimore, men-at-arms, Bishops 
in full mask and costume, Lord Baltimore's car- 
riage, and the Washington Light Infantry, 350 
strong, asa guard of honor. Immediately preced- 
ing Lord Baltimore will be a military company 
bearing electric torches. Following the guard of 
hovor will be a company armed with electric lights 
fed from a wagon containing a generator. Next, 
uniformed societies with flambeaus and blow 
torches, and the Fire Department, with engines 
brilliant with electricity. The entire route will be 
ablaze with electric lights and 100 calcium lights of 
various colors. Arriving at the Academy of Music, 
the parade will pass in review and be dismissed. 
Wednesday, the anniversary of the battle of 
North Point, will bea general holiday. At night 
there will be a general illumination, public and 
private. On Thursday night the grand mystic 
pageant will take place. consisting of 41 floats. 
some of them over 40 feet in length and 30 feet in 
height, composed of two divisions. The first divi- 
sion will include 26 floats, lilustrating ancient his- 
tory in theory as modernized by a distinguished 
American author. The second division will repre- 
sent a historical work of one of America’s most 
distinguished authors. The pageant will be the 
largest ever attempted in this country, extending 
18 squares, or over one mile. It will be headed by 
the Marine Band, of Washington, acoompanied 
by noted bands from other citles. Two hundred 
and thirty representative merchants will take 
characters in costume, the whole embracing over 
1.800 men and 240 horses. Over 15,000 lights will be 
carried in the procession. President Arthur and 
members of his Cabinet will review the pageant 
from the City Hall, A grand ball willconclude the 
festivities. All the railroads leading to the city, 
east and west, and as far south as New-Orleans, 
will issue half-fare tickets. During his visit the 
President will be the guest of Robert Garrett.

A PATRIOTIC JUBILEE. 


IRISH LAND LEAGUERS RECEIVING PRESI- 
DENT ALEXANDER SULLIVAN. 
The Brooklyn branch.of the Irish National 


League, which is composed of ail the local Irish | 


societies, held a sort vf grand jubilee yesterday 
afternoon and evening at Kidgewood Park, on the 
Jamaica plank road, just outside the Brooklyn 
City line. The societies commenced to gather in 
the vicinity of the park early in the afternoon, but it 
was nearly 5 o’clock before Mr. Alexander Sullivan, 
the President of the League, reached the ground. 
A salute of 32 guns was fired by way of welcome 


and a ringing cheer went out from 10,000 throats 
as Mr. Sullivan descended from his carriage. 
Among those who had seats on the platform 
were Dr. William B. Wallace, of New-York; 
James 4H. Breen, Daniel Higgins, Judge John 
Rooney, John C. MoGuire, the Rev. Fathers 
O’Boyle, MeHugh, Larkin, McCarthy, Hickey, 
Lane, Hand, Kilpatrick, Creamer, and Sheehy, the 
Hon. William E. Robinson, the Hon. Daniel Brad- 
ley, Thomas J. Denueby, Judges Walsh and Court- 
ney, and Mathew Harris, of Galway, Ireland. A 
short speech of welcome was made by Judge Roon- 
ey, and then Mr. Sullivan was introduced. He said 
England, with her commerce extending to all quar- 
ters of the globe, could not afford to have. an organ- 
ized nation of expatriated millions, with the power, 
the success, the wealth they had accumulated 
in exile and all moved by intense hatred of her. 
Parrell predicted a few —_ ago that the land- 
lords would one day be the most earnest advocates 
in Ireland of his policy of purchase of lands 
for the people by the Government. That 
prediction has already been verified. The 
time will come, if the Irish people be kept 
hostile to England by brutal misgovernment when 
the English people will be more anxious to have 
home rule granted to Ireland than the Irish will be 
to accept it. The English Government never enacts 
remedial legislation for Ireland because it ought 
to. It only yields such legislation when it must. 
The outlook for Ireland, however, was brighter 
than it ever had been. 

A number of other addresses were made and the 
afternoon and evening were devoted to dancing 
and various athletic games. About 15,000 people 
participated in the celebration.
